Four firemen: lost® their lives ‘when 
part of each’ ofthe’ seven floors of a 
loft ‘building at-144‘ Goerck Street, in 
which they were fighting a fire ‘last 
night, collapsed, dropped ‘them from 
the fourth ‘fl6or to the basement and 
buried therm ‘urider tortis ‘of débris. 

Five ‘other’ firemen ‘féll “with them. 
One, a liewtenant; matiaged to’ crawl 
out 6f thé mass’ of ‘cément, brick and 
girders after he had pulied himself out 
of his boots, which were wedged be- 
tween two bednis! The four ‘others 
were ‘carried ott Unconscious. All five 
were taken td hospitals. 

Two of the dead were found deep 
in the~ wreckage, with their arms 
wrapped about each’ other as though 
they had ° died trying to help each 
other, nearly two and one-half hours 
after the collapse. 

Soon after these two had been found 
and ‘carried ‘out, ‘the ‘séarchers ‘found 
two others buried in the débris. It'was 
ascertained that their bodies were life- 
jess and then their comrades set ahout 
the task’ of freeing them.‘ ~ 

The collapse of the floors cane ‘wheri 
the fire fighters thought ‘they had ‘the 
flaities “ttider ‘control. ‘To ada to the 
seriousness of the ‘situation the flames 
burst out anew when the floors went 
down. While the rescuers fought their 
way through the heaped ruins the 
flames leaped through the roof.

Reaching the establishment of a car- 
bonated.. water manufacturing com- 
pany ‘on’ the fourth and fifth floors, 
the flames ignited chemicals and sev- 
eral explosions resulted. 

Out: from the windows poured thick 
smoke and flames, causing twenty-five 
families living in near-by houses to 
run to the street. Two alarms were 
sounded ‘and ‘amo ‘the: companies 
answering ‘were Engines 77 ‘and 9. 

For some time ‘the firemen sent 
streams of water from ‘outside and 
then it was decided that, as the flames 
appeared to be dying down, men should 
go into the building. ‘Climbing ‘to the 
roof of a second story building next 
door, ‘firemen: ‘placed: ladders» against 
the side of.the burning structure and 
entered fourth story windows.

period. The provision in the constitu- 
tton which ‘limite? ‘the ' Executive 
Board’s power. to levy assessments for 
only two .months.ia year was stricken 
out and the beard was authorized to 
collect assessments when it deemed 
them necessary. 

The measure was not’ adopted, how- 
ever, without vigorous debate, in the 
course of which the opponents of the 
change déclared they aid not wish to 
give the board “autocratic power’ to 
levy ‘whatever assessments it saw fit, 

Those who favored the idea dénied

LONDON SEES‘KELLOGG 
IN ACCORD'ON CHINA 


Thinks There Is No Serious Dif- 
ference Between His Policy and 
That of Great Britain.

LONDON, Jan....27.—Secretary Kel- 
logg’s statement of the American 
policy on China is not. commented.on 
editorially by the London newspapers, 
but gave satisfaction to British official 
circles. They agree with the view ex- 
pressed by the British Ambassador at 
Washington that there is no serious 
divergencies in the Secretary of State’s 
declaration from the announced policy 
of the British Government. 

The material difference set forth by 
Mr, Kellogg in the positions of the two 
countries in China—American non-pos- 
session of concessions in China —is 
realized here, but.is pointed out that 
the United States is committed to 4 
large share of the administration of 
the Shanghai international settlement. 

Mr. Kellogg’s assertion that it is the 
fundamental duty of the United States 
to protect, the: lives ofits citizens and 
their property in China, if the Chinese 
authorities are unable to do so, is in 
complete accord with the policy of the 
British Government, whose spokesmen 
have repeatedly emphasized that Brit- 
ish naval. and military preparations 
have been taken toward that end. 

There. are other points of accord 
between the United States and Britain 
which are thus outlined by the diplo- 
matic .correspondent of The Daily 
Telegraph: 

“Mr. Kellogg expresses sympathy 
with the national aspirations of China. 
So did the British. memorandum. He 
defines America’s attitude as one of

HE RULES OUT ARMED FORCE

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27 (#.—An ap- 
peal that “the. powerful force of out- 
raged public opinion’? be brought to 
bear against the policies of President 
Calles of Mexico was sounded here 
tonight at a mass meeting held under 
sel auspices of the: Knights of Colum- 

us. 

Many public officials, including the 
members of. the Senate, the House and 
the diplomatic corps, were invited to 
the meeting, which was held in Wash- 
ington Auditorium... The. principal 
speaker was Joseph Scott, a Los An- 
geles attorney. 

“Of course, no sane, patriotic Amer- 
ican will countenance intervention,” 
he said in a prepared address. “I 
would not waste a drop of blood from 
an American lad to. interfere in the 
internal affairs of any country. 

“But that does not mean that we 
shall not bring to hear upon President 
Calles the powerful force of outraged 
public opinion, for, in spite of modern 
science, the pen is mightier than.the 
sword, and no Government can with- 
stand the vocal strength of an aroused 
and conscientious democracy. 

Declaring that the Calles Government 
had come into power with the active 
support of the United States Govern- 
ment under a pledge that there would 
be no discrimination against foreigners, 
“particularly in the exercise of their 
religious duties,’ Mr, Scott said that 
the American nation had every right 


to inquire whether President Calles ‘is 
mee faith with the American peo- 
ie. 

He reviewed. the evolution of. the 
Mexican Constitution, which, he de- 
clared could not be regarded as “a 
free expression of the Mexican people” 
nor depended upon to give the guar- 
antees that flowed fram. the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

He then recited previsions of the 
Calles edicts under which, he said, 
Henry Ward Beecher would not have 
been permitted to. preach, the Salva- 
tion Army would be barred from the 
streets and free speech destroyed.

CORPORATE TAX CUT URGED 





That: Also Doomed by Republicans 
} In Resisting Democratic Fight 
to Put Them on Record.

* WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The Demo- 
eratic plan to force tax reduction at 
~ the present session of Congress was 
blocked today when Vice. President 
Dawes twice sustained points of order 
against “the ‘efforts of Senator Reed 
of Missouri to attach to. the Urgent 
Deficiéncy bill a rider along the lines 
of the President’s: original tax refund 
plan. 

The Democratic side launched an- 
other tax)reduction move later in the 
afternoon when Senator.Pat Harrison 
offered an &mendment to cut corpora- 
tion. taxes ‘from. their present rate to 
one of 11 per cent. on income received 
during 1927 and subsequent calendar 
year. Under the Revenue. law of 1926 
the corporation tax was raised from 
12% per cent. to 13 per cent. for 1925 
and 1344 per cent. for 1926. 

The Harrison amendment is almost 
certainly doomed to the same fate as 
the, Reed amendments; against which 
Senator “Lenroot made the point of 
order that they involved modification 
of éxisting law and accordingly could 
not ‘be attached to an appropriation 
bill. Senator Reed appealed from the 
Chair’s ruling, but immediately with- 
drew the appeal and offered a second 
amendment, which he attempted to 
word so as to avoid its being discarded 
under the Senate’s rules. The Vice 
President held that amendment out of 
order on the same ground. 


Putting Republicans on Record. 


The sponsors of the Harrison plan 
fully expect it to get nowhere, but as- 
sert that its rejection by point of order 
or otherwise would put the Repub- 
licans on record as refusing to grant 
tax relief. Senator Harrison will argue 
the matter from that viewpoint before 
the deficiency bill is voted upon at 1 
o’clock tomorrow’ by Senate agree- 
ment. 

The Harrison amendment, like those 
of Mr. Reed, is not only open to the 
point of order that it constitutes new 
legislation in modification of existing 
law, but also to the objection that leg- 
islation affecting the revenues should 
originate in the House. 

That the Democrats are doing every- 
thing possible to saddle the Repub- 
licans with the responsibility for fail- 
ure to authonze tax reduction at this 
session was demonstrated in a political 
debate lasting five hours. Democratic 
tax leaders frorn the House, including 
Representatives Garner and Garrett, 
‘went to the’ Senate to hear their col- 
leagues prod the Republicans. 

Senators Harrison and Reed led the 
Democratic attack, while Senators 
Lenroot and Watson to a degree re- 
sisted their sorties. A large part of the 
debate was devoted by the minority to 
jeering the Republicans for not sup- 
porting the President’s original plan, 
first of a rebate, then of a refund. 

Mr. Lenroot opposed the Reed amend- 
ment partly..because, he insisted, it 
would refund money to corporations 
which, he said, they had already col- 
lected in increased taxes from con- 
sumers. Democrats said tonight the 
Harrison amendment should not be 
subject to such criticism because it 
would apply to tax money not yet real- 
ized. 


In debate Mr. Harrison said that if 
corporation taxes were not lowered, 
factories must shut down and work- 
men be thrown out of work. 


President Coolidge’s ‘‘Mistake.” 


"The one great mistake President 
Coolidge made,’’ Mr, Lenroot said, 
“was his suggestion of a 10 per cent. 
refund or rebate. I am satisfied he 
did not fully contemplate the effect of 
that action. It was immediately crit- 
icized all over the United States.” 

“My recollection is that the Presi- 
@ent’s ‘spokesman’ suggested it," Sen- 
ator Borah interrupted, and to this Mr. 
Lenroot assented. 

“Since the Wisconsin Senator has 
shifted the responsibility to the 
‘spokesman,’ perhaps he can tell us 
who he is,’’ Senator Reed of Missouri 
interposed. 

‘It may sound queer, but I probably 
know him less than the Senator,’’ Mr. 
Lenroot said. 

“We will know,” said Mr. Reed, “‘if 
Mr. Coolidge’s plan to refund taxes 
‘was a gesture and whether his mas- 
ters forced him to drop his arm.”

CONFRONTS YOUNG 


Los Angeles Immigration Officials 
in Doubt on Legality of 
Swimmer’s Entry.

It was stated at the immigration of- 
fice that deportation proceedings de- 
pended considerably on whether Young 
and his pal, Hastings, could produce 
tourists’ permitss of Nov. 17, entitling 
them to six months’ residence in this 
country. Young is a native of Scot- 
land, having been born in Aberdeen. 

Hastings, a Canadian, stated that 
both had been admitted by United 
States immigration authorities at De- 
troit, on the assumption that both were 
Canadians. Their only permit was a 
four months’ paper permitting a long 
motorcycle trip in the United States. 


DETROIT, Jan. 27 (4).—Officials of 
the United States immigration office 
here, where George Young is reported 
to have entered the United States, 
know nothing of a reported investi- 
gation of his entry at Los Angeles. 
Dr. P. L. Prentiss, Chief Inspector, 
said Young’s entry record had not been 
examined and so far as he knew there 
had been no call for an investigation. 
Other officials believed the reports 
were inspired by publicity hunger. 


32 ACCUSED IN VARE VOTING 


Grand. Jury Asks Indictments for 
Election Fraud In Pittsburgh.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Jan. 27.—Indict- 
ment of twenty-seven men and five 
women, including thirty officers of 
election boards, one Alderman and one 
voter, was recommended today by the 
Grand Jury as a result of its inquiry 
into the November election. 

The accused election officials served 


in the First, Second, Third and Fourth 
Districts of the Second Ward of the 
Borough of Homestead and the 
Twenty-second District of the Third 
Ward and the Second District of the 
Fourth Ward of Pittsburgh, where ir- 
regularities are alleged to have swelled 
the vcte of United States Senator-elect 
William S. Vare. 

In all of these districts the Grand 
Jury said the Election Board members 
were. guilty of conspiracy to make a 
false count and a false return and for 
conspiracy in willfully failing to per- 
form their duties as election officers 
in such a way as to hinder the ob- 
jects of the laws governing elections. 

The Grand Jury charged Alderman 
John Carr with failure properly to 
safeguard the ballot box of the Third 
District of the Fourth Ward, and 
Joseph Joyce with illegally voting in 
the Second District of the Fourth 
Ward of Pittsburgh. 

The Court ordered the Grand Jury to 
reconvene on Thursday to consider in- 
dictments which the District Attorney 
would prepare on the basis of today’s 
presentment. 

The Grand Jury also recommended 
a central storage place for all 
ballot boxes under care of a proper 
custodian and legislation providing 
that after every election the Court 
shall call in a certain number of bal- 
lot boxes for a recount as a “‘constant 
check on election frauds.’”’

GUARD PUT ON NYACK CACHE 


Labels Are Like Those on Bottles in 
Night Clubs—Aetion Up to Mills— 
Owner ‘Says He Has ‘Permit.

NYACK, -N, Y.; Jan. 27.—Prohibition 
Agents, Howard,J. Duncan and Albert 
Goodrich found today)on the fifty-acre 
farm of Crespi Mariani at Pearl River, 
near here, 13,000,gallons of white wine 
in kegs, an undetermined quantity, of 
champagne and other wines, -which 
seemed. to .be: imported products, 
presses for making wine, a machine for 
charging wine.to make it ‘‘fizz,’’ and 
forty-eight cases of bottles bearing 
champagne labels. The wine was said 
to be worth $250,000. at. prohibition 
prices. 

No arrest or seizure was made, but 
eight State troopers and eight Federal 
agents from Manhattan were placed 
on guard about the house and numer- 
ous outbuildings to prevent the re- 
moval of any of the wine, while Dun- 
ean and Goodrich went to New York 
to confer with Chester P. Mills, Pro- 
hibition Administrator. They may try 
to obtain a search warrant and prefer 
charges against: Mariani for violation 
of the Volstead act. 

The discovery of the wine was acci- 
dental. The agents were driving along 
the road which. passes Mariani’s farm, 
which adjoins the former Paradise Inn, 
a roadhouse once operated by Mariani. 
They saw a truck loaded with hogs- 
heads turn.from the road into. Mari- 
ani’s farm, They stopped the driver, 
who upon being questioned admitted, 
it was said, that he carried wine, but 
said that his employer, Mariani, had 
a permit, obtained prior to the passage 
of the Volstead act, to own it and that 
he was merely moving it from one out- 
building to another. 

The agents did not have a search 
warrant, but they went to the farm- 
house and asked for Mariani. The 
man was not there, but a woman who 
said she was Mrs. Mariani told them 
that her husband was at Paterson and 
that he had a permit to own the wine. 
She telephoned for him and while the 
agents waited they made a survey of 
the premises. 

In the cellar, they said, they found 
a great quantity of champagne and 
other wines which seemed to be im- 
ported products. They did not try to 
learn how much was there. In the cut- 
buildings, they said, they found in 
hogsheads 5,000 gallons of fermented 
wine, 8,000 gallons in the process of 
fermentation, the wine presses and the 
“charging’’ ‘machine. 

The forty-eight cases of bottles, they 
said, seemed to have bsen recently 
labeled. They said that wine bearing 
identical labels was sold in New York 
night clubs at $20 a bottle, and that 
it has been obtainable in Rockland 
County at $2.50 a bottle, but that they 
had no evidence that Mariani’s farm 
was the source of it. 

Ten acres of Mariani’s farm, they 
said, was devoted to the cultivation of 
white grapes from which wine similar 
to that found in the outbuildings could 
be made.

TELLS EVILS OF FOOD FADS. 


Dr. J. L. Morse Says They Do More 
Harm Than Lack of Nourishment. 


Food fads and widespread ignorance 
of food values cause more disturbances 
of nutrition among children of the poor 
and well-to-do alike than lack of nour- 
ishment, said Dr. John Lovett Morse, 
Emeritus Professor of Pediatrics at 
the Harvard Medical School, speaking 
yesterday at the fifty-fourth annual 
meeting of the New York Diet Kitchen 
Association at the home of Mrs. Karl 
Eilers, 31’East Seventy-second Street. 

*“Most persons are profoundly ignorant 
of the chemical properties of. vege- 
tables and other foods,’’ he declared, 
“vet talk about the iron which green 
vegetables contain and regard them as 
essential parts of the child's diet. A 
yolk of an egg or a little beef broth 
of course contains more iron than do 
vegetables, but as for most babies, 
milk is all‘they need.” 

It was announced that the Diet 
Kitchen Association expended a. total 
last year of $79,187 in its health and 
child welfare work. Mrs. William D.

DAYS DRY ACT CURBS 
MEDICAL PRACTICE 


Dr. Samuel W. Lambert Asserts 
Definition of Intoxicants 
Invades Doctors’ Rights. 


CITES COURT DRUG RULING 


It Left Control to States, He De- 
clares, but Now Congress May 
Rule Life and Death. 


The action of Congress in defining 
intoxicating liquor as that containing 
more than one-half of one per cent. of 
alcohol. was characterized as an as- 
sumption of control of the medical pro- 
fession and an encroachment on the 
liberty of freedom of medical men to 
practice their profession by Dr. Sam- 
uel W. Lambert in an address at the 
Waldorf last night when Dr. W. C. 
Phillips, President of the American 
Medical Association, was honored at 
a dinner given by the Medical Society 
of the State of New York. 

Dr. Lambert said that a very im- 
portant question was, ‘‘What control 
rests in Congress over the practice of 
medicine?” He said that in one case 
that had come before the Supreme 
Court respecting the administration of 
narcotics the court had decided unan- 
imously that such control over medi- 
cal practice was a matter of State 
jurisdiction. 

“When the same question was pre- 
sented in regard to the prescribing of 
spirituous liquors,’ he said, ‘‘the court 
divided five to four, and decided that 
Congress had the power to control and 
prohibit the prescribing of alcoholic 
beverages, if, in the judgment of 
Congress, such prohibition was neces- 
sary to enforce the special prohibition 
of spirituous liquors for beverage 
purposes. 

“This decision is final as far as 
judicial procedure in the courts is con- 
cerned. It is in line with the previous 
decisions of the Supreme Court, which 
have endorsed as constitutional those 
Federal laws which have been charac- 
terized as legislative falsehoods: that 
malt liquors have no medicinal value 
and that beverages of a greater alco- 
holic content than one-half of 1 per 
cent. are intoxicating. 

“This result was reached in part be- 
cause of the lack of participation of 
the organized profession in the early 
formulation by Congress of the law. of 
enforcement and of the later lax in- 
terest of the State societies and of the 
American Medical Association in the 
insidious: methods. by which the Anti- 
Saloon League .and similar fanatic 
societies have influenced the national 
Legislature to assume control of a 
great profession and brand it as 
potentially law breaking and .irrespon- 
sible because of the sins of a very 
small minority. 

“Tt is quite up to this Medical So- 
ciéty of the State of New York to 
purge itself of its dishonest and boot- 
legging members, few though they 
may be, and to look to it in the imme- 
diate future, not only that Congress | 42 
does not encroach further on their 
liberty and freedom to practice medi- 
cine in accord with the best traditions 
of the profession and with the untram- 
meled scientific judgment of each in- 
dividual member, but. also that Con- 
gress undoes this wrong which has 
become another legislative scandal. 

“The medical profession is enlisted in 
this cause, and when this matter is 
thoroughly understood there.should be 
also an overwhelming accession of 
laymen to question whether Congress 
shall have power over the. life and 
death of the citizens in sickness and 
to demand a return of their personal 
right to be healed, which has been 
flouted by Congress.”’

WOMEN DRYS INSIST 
OFFICIALS OBEY LAW 


W. C. T. U. Demands Personal 
Observance by Those Swearing 
Loyalty to Constitution. 


BAN ON HIP FLASKS URGED 


Delegates Visit Coolidge and Close 
With Dinner Attended by Many 
Congress Members. 


WASHINGTON, Jan: 27 (4).—Reiter- 
ating its faith in national prohibition 
as the most efficent method of deal- 
ing with the liquor traffic and demand- 
ing that public officials who have 
sworn loyally to the Constitution be 
held to a strict personal observance of 
the Eighteenth Amendment, the Na- 
tional Women's Christian Temperance 
Union today closed its mid-Winter con- 
ference. 

Mrs. Ella A. Boole, President of the 
organization, pronounced the confer- 
ence a@ notable step forward in the 
work of rousing the national conscience 
to @ greater sense of public responsi- 
bility to the Government in its efforts 
to promote observance and enforce- 
ment of prohibition. 

Delegates to the conference were 
received by President Coolidge at the 
White House at noon and tonight 
members of Congress, Government of- 
ficials and others were guests of 
honor at a banquet attended by more 
than 800 men and women. 

The platform adopted today made a 
broad appeal to American citizenry for 
loyal observance of prohibition legisla- 
tion and called for stricter penalties 
for violation. It demanded that re- 
sponsibility for disease or death from 
poisoned liquor should be fixed on the 
bootlegger or the purveyor of contra- 
band whisky, and advocated the sup- 
pression of the manufacture of hip 
flasks and such utensils and chemical 
ingredients as enter into the private 
manufacture of liquor. 

“The goal of prohibition is the re- 
lease of human life and its activities 
from the bondage of alcoholism,” the 
platform said. ‘“Youth should be given 
the vision of the meaning of this free- 
dom and enlisted to complete its real- 
ization. There is no more sinister form 
of mental suggestion that could be. de- 
vised than the constant reiteration of 
drinking among young people. True in- 
formation from colleges and those hav- 
ing contact with young people demon- 
strates that these charges of the 
‘wets’ are a , malignment of the youth 
of this day. 

Society a metropolitan news- 
papers, magazine editors and motion 
picture producers were appealed to in 
the platform to join-in garg ap as 
“bad form” the flouting of the Con- 
stitution. 

“The average American family,” it 
was asserted, ‘‘has nothing in common 
with the sort of life portrayed in many 
current novels and upon the screen.” 

Speakers at the closing session in- 
cluded Senator Capper of Kansas and 
Rep peaatwe Cramton of Michigan 

Stalker of New York. 

Mr. Capper told the conference that 
failure of prohibition in the United 
States would mean its failure through- 
out the world. A reference to Car- 
rie Nation was loudly applauded. 

Mr. Cramton said that “‘what we 
are now doing for prohibition we are 
doing for the world at large, which is 
anxiously awaiting the outcome of this 
battle.” He made a general attack on 
metropolitan newspapers and the press 
for the way in which he said they 
handled prohibition news. 

Representative Stalker declared that 
prohibition in the United States had 
been reflected ‘‘in the most amazing 
economic development ever witnessed.’’ 
He contended the law could be ef- 
fectively enforced prison sentences 
were mandatory for violators.

Party Accepts Centre’s Terms 
in Return for Four Posts 
in Marx Ministry. 


ROW CAUSES A NEW DELAY 


Royalists. and. Populists Fall Out 
Over Transportation Portfolio 
—Accord Expected Today.

BERLIN, Jan. 27.—Just when it 
looked as if the composition of the new 
Marx Cabinet was complete another 
shag was struck tonight and the con- 
clusion of the Chancellor’s labors was 
postponed: until tomorrow. 

The unexpected corflict that arose 
late tonight has to do with the alloca- 
tion of the Ministry of Transporta- 
tion. The Nationalists had confidently 


‘counted on filling this post with one 


of their representatives, but the Ger- 
man People’s Party suddenly insisted 
on the retention of the present incum- 
bent, Dr. Krohne, as one of its three 
Governmental .spokesmen—the other 
two being the Foreign Minister, Gustav 
Stresemann, and the Minister of Com- 
merce, Julius Curtius. 

It seems certain that this fresh diffi- 
culty will be bridged tomorrow and 
the definitive make-up of the Ministry 
thereby fixed. 

The Reichstag adjourned this eve- 
ning until Feb. 3 to permit the Depu- 
ties to participate in the provincial 
elections in Thuringia. On its reas- 
sembling Dr. Marx will make his ini- 
tial appearance with four Nationalist 
Cabinet officers in his train. | 

The debate on the Ministerial decla- 
ration will consume two sittings, a 
vote being taken on Feb. 5. Today the 
Economic Union pledged the new Cabi- 
net its support, so the Chancellor 
should have a majority of about 20. 


Nationalists Get Four Posts. 


Having finally, if somewhat reluc- 
tantly, cast in their lot with the re- 
publican régime and the policy of 
Locarno and Geneva, as defined yes- 
terday in Dr. Marx’s Governmental 
program, the Nationalists agreed this 
afternoon to be satisfied with four 
Cabinet seats instead of the five they 
originally demanded. Thereupon the 
Ministeries of the Interior, Justice 
Agriculture and Transportation were 
assigned to them. The holder of one 
of these portfolios will also be ac- 
corded the rank of Vice Chancellor. 

Herr von Wildau, a young jurist and 
a member of the Reichstag extremely 
active in party politics, was slated for 
the ..Interior portfolio; Dr. Ernst 
Schiele, Minister of the Interior in the 
Luther Cabinet, for Agriculture, and 
Dr. Koch, leader of one of the few 
nationalistic labor unions, for Trans- 
portation. 

Then came the Populists’ insistence 
on keeping Dr. Krohne in office on the 
ground that they were entitled to three 
portfolios instead of two. The result 
will be some more logrolling tomorrow 
and possible transfer of the Finance 
Ministry, which the Centre expected 
to inherit from Dr. Reinhold, its pres- 
ent Democratic incumbent, to the 
Junker faction. 

The only sure thing tonight, there- 
fore, is that the following ministers 
will remain on the job: 

Wilhelm Marx, Chancellor; Gustav 
Stresemann, Foreign Affairs; Julius 
Curtius, Commerce; Heinrich Brauns, 
Labor; Dr. Stingl of the Bavarian 
People’s Party, Postmaster General, 
Otto Gessler, Defense. 


Nationalists Make Terms. 

The squabble among the political 
parties over the “guiding principles’’ 
laid down for his forthcoming Cabinet 
yesterday by Chancellor Marx ceased 
abruptly this afternoon with the Na- 
tionalists’ qualified acceptance of his 
terms. 

The chief reservation made by the 
Nationalist caucus referred to the 
satisfactory adjustment of the party’s 
demands for Ministerial portfetios. 
Others were mere quibbling and mean- 
ingless interpretations of their recog- 
nition of the republican State and the 
Locarno treaties designed to soothe 
the reactionary rank and file, but 
scarcely susceptible of fooling even 
the dullest of backwoods Junkers. 

For instance, Count Westarp in- 
fotmed his followers that while the 
Nationalist members of the new !‘in- 
istry would accept the validity of the 
present State they declined to recog- 
nize the legality of the Weimer Con- 
stitution, since this would imply legal- 
izing the pre-armistice revolution. 

As for Locarno, the same Ministers 
are ready to concede that the treaties 
negotiated there are valid under inter- 
pee, ne nt law, but they cannot subscribe 
to the political and economic theses 
that they represent. 

In other words, they admit the re- 
public but not its constitution, and 
Loearno but not its spirit. 

Also the Nationalists boast of having 
brought about the separation of the 
Reichswehr from the republican as 
well as anti-republican. patriotic so- 
cieties, although nobody has ever ac- 
cused the Reichswehr of being unduly 
intimate with the former. 

Finally, they point with pride to the 
inclusion of religious instruction in 
the public sch curriculum, done, 
they say, entirely at their behest. 

Democrats Refuse to Join. 

It is this last feature of the Marx 
program that has caused the Demo- 
crats definitely to reject joining the 
new Government. Their caucus today 
unanimously declined to permit any 
member of the party to sit in the Cab- 
inet. This means the retirement of 
Dr. Peter, Reinhold from the Ministry 
of Finance and presumably the expul- 
sion of Dr. Gessler from the party, 
since there is“ mo. indication that he 
will relinquish the portfolio of Defense.

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DENIES BIG BUSINESS 
RUNS GOVERNMENTS 


Walia Leek, Leadin: Banker, 
Calls That Idea a Myth That 
Deluded Even H.C. Wells.

LONDON, Jan. 27.—That the idea 
that Big Business is a tyrant, control- 
ling the policies of Governments, is a 
myth woven ‘fn the fertile but ill- 
informed brains of amateur econo- 
mists,” was asserted today by Walter 
Leaf; Hellenist and banker, speaking 
at the annual meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Westminster Bank, of 
which he is Chairman of the Board of 
Directors, As an illustration of the 
way he considers Big Business to be 
misrepresented, Mr. Leaf pointed to the 
reception of the recent bankers’ mani- 
festo urging demolition of European 
tariff walls to save European finance. 

‘With characteristic defiance of the 
facts,’’ he said, ‘‘a leading politician 
called this a money-lenders’ circular.” 

Mr. Leaf pointed out that of the for- 
ty-two signatories for Great Britain 
twenty-two were not connected with 
banking. ‘‘The myth that the actions 
of Governments everywhere are con- 
trolled behind the scenes by the dic- 
tation of Big Business,’’ he said, ‘thas 
found expression, I am rather sur- 
prised to see, in the latest work of 
such a popular and admired author as 
H. G. Wells. Surely the manifesto is 
a sufficiently ironic comment on this, 
wholly as a myth. We know that in 
every country in Europe Big Business 
is protesting against the action of the 
Government and, with all emphasis, 
asserting that if Big Business had been 
considered, the policy of every indus- 
trialist would have been economically 
the direct contrary of that which ex- 
ists at the present moment.” 

The hope of Europe, Mr. Leaf be- 
lieves, lies in more international busi- 
ness combinations like that of the 
European steel companies. 

“They form,’ he said, ‘‘the only pos- 
sible means of escape, the only shock 
absorber which can render practicable 
a transition to a more humane and ra- 
tional scheme of international eco- 
nomic cooperation, with an ecomonic 
future prosperity to rival that of the 
United States.” 


GARIBALDI IS ALLOWED 
SIX DAYS IN ENGLAND 


He Expects to Sail for Cuba Next 
Week, but Might Come 
Here First. 
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LONDON, Jan. 27.—The home office 
today advised the immigration officers 
at Folkestone to permit Colonel Ric- 
ciotti Garibaldi, who arrived there last 
night after expulsion from France, to 
enter England for six days. 

He expects to sail for Cuba. 

According to a statement of his 
brother, Major Menetti Garibaldi, who 
is accompanying him, Colonel Gari- 
baldi. will not return to Italy, since 
the Fascisti do not want him back. 

“Did you receive official intimation 
that your presence was not wanted?” 
he was asked. 

“They don’t do things like that in 
Italy now,’’ he replied. ‘‘We have two 
systems for exiling people, one under 
the Fascismo legal system, with gen- 
darmes and arrestings, and the other 
when thirty or forty little kids—exal- 
tees—with swelled heads, come outside 
your house and howl at you. And 
they keep on howling at you and then 
burn your house down and you know 
you must go. 

*T lived in Nice and was too close to 
Italy for the safety of Fascismo, be- 
cause I was working for a democracy, 
so Mussolini decided that I must get 
out of France too, and influenced the 
French police to banish me. 

“I certainly think Fascismo has come 
to stay. It will outlast Mussolini. As 
for Mussolini himself, I have known 
him as an anarchist, communist, so- 
cialist, republican, monarchist and now 
an imperialist. What he will do next, 
what he will be, who can say? Per- 
haps he will go completely out—pouf.’’ 

Colonel Garibaldi sails for Cuba on 
Feb. 3. If he is granted a visa by the 
United States authorities, he will pro- 
ceed to New York with his brother, 
General Pepino Garibaldi, of Cuba. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The State 
Department is without advices con- 
cerning the effort of Colonel Garibaldi 
to obtain a visa from American pass- 
port officials to come to America. Of- 
ficials said tonight the question was 
in the hands of consular officers 
abroad who would be guided by law. 
The Department, when press advices 
indicated Colonel Garibaldi might at- 
tempt to come here from France, 
warned the consul in Paris to be care- 
ful in determining whether he was to 
come here as a traveler or with a view 
to taking up permanent residence. 


REPORTS NEW METAL FOUND 


London Chemist Says It Can Be 
Hard as Steel, Soft as Lead. 
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LONDON, Jan. 27.—The assertion 
that he had discovered a new metal 


that may be made harder than steel 
and softer than lead was advanced to- 
day by T. D, Kelley, a London chemist. 
Mr. Kelley declared that there is no 
degree of malleability to which the 
new metal may not be reduced and 
that there is no use to which platinum 
is put that his metal will not serve 
equally well. 

Mr. Kelley, who calls his metal 
solium, declares it is composed of 
oxides of the earth’s metals. It is im- 
pervious to hydrogen, says the dis- 
coverer. 

His twenty years of research leading 
to the discovery of solium also led, 
says Mr, Kelley, to the discovery of 
another new metal, rustless iron. 

The inventor believes his discoveries 
will revolutionize industry.

ROYALISTS. ARE TWITTED 


Thelr Recognition of Republic on 
Ex-Emperor’s Birthday Is Sub- 
Ject of Much Press Comment. 


DOORN, Jan. 27 (%).—Gaiety reigned 
all day today at the chateau of former 
Emperor William of Germany in honor 
of the sixty-cighth birthday of the ex- 
fled monarch, 

A private family gathering was held 
during the day, at which were present 
former Crown Prince Frederick Wil- 
liam, the Princess Victoria Louise, the 
Kaiser’s only daughter, and her hus- 
band, the Duke of Brunswick. The 
Crown Princess and Prince Heinrich, 
the Kaiser’s brother, had been expect- 
ed at the celebration, but were unable 
to make the journey because of illness. 

Divine services were held in the din- 
ing room of the chateau, Count Korff, 
eldest son of Emperor William’s wife, 
Princess Hermine, conducting the cere- 
mony, while a choir sang the old Ger- 
man hymn, "Nun, Danket Alle Gott’ 
(“‘Now, Thanks Be to God’’). 

A house party was held this evening, 
at which several Mayors of neighbor- 
ing villages were guests. 

Great clusters of flowers sent by 
friends decorated the chateau, while 
hundreds of telegrams and letters of 


congratulation were received from all 
parts of Europe. 


Berlin Celebration Quict. 
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BERLIN, Jan. 27.—The former 
Kaiser’s sixty-eighth birthday was 
celebrated in Berlin first, by the Na- 
tionalists accepting the republic, but 
not its inception, as legal and also 
by an anarchist giving a party in a 
school room, ironically adding that the 
price of admission had been reduced 
on account of liberal endowment from 
a friend in Doorn. 

Germania, the Catholic Centrist or- 
gan, remarks: 

“On the Kaiser’s birthday the Na- 
tionalists enunciated their formal 
recognition of the German Republic 
and guaranteed to protect the repub- 
lican Constitution and the black, red 
and gold flag.’’ 

The Nationalists admit the repub- 
lican régime is established in fact, but 
refuse to admit that the revolution, 
which overthrew the empire, or the 
Constitution as voted at Weimar, are 
legal. 

The Deutsche Tages Zeitung, a 
Junker organ, regretfully recalls the 
glorious past, when on this day bands 
blared military music, soldiers goose- 
stepped and the black-white-red flags 
waved, adding: 

“Jan. 27 should be a day of com- 
memoration and thankfulness by all 
classes in appreciation of the desire 
of the Kaiser to do his best for his 
people’s welfare.’’ 


Says Thoughts Are With Kaiser. 


The Pan-German Deutsche Zeitung 
says that millions of true Germans 
have the Kaiser today in their thoughts 


and that millions of good wishes are 
flying to Doorn to the man who for a 
generation has been the first repre- 
sentative of the German people. 

The Zeitung appeals to the Mon- 
archists not to forget, despite the fact 
that the Kaiser is celebrating his 
birthday for the eighth time in ban- 
ishment. 

‘Service to the Kaiser is service to 
the Fatherland,’ it says, and asks 
that all the faithful work with all their 
might for a return of the empire. 

The paper reminds its followers 
that they can be true to the Kaiser 
even though the form of government 
is republican, urging supporters of the 
nation to continue as stanch Mon- 
archists. 

The Deutsche Tageblatt, the or- 
gan of Ludendorff’s ultra-reactionary 
Voelkisch Party, makes no mention of 
the occurrence of the ex-Emperor’s 
birthday.

@ country for more than forty years 
you rather take root in it, you know. 
I was 22 years of age when I went to 
America, It was just the spirit of 
adventure that took me out there,’’ he 


“Those were the good old ranching 
days and there were, of course, hard- 
ships, but nobody considered them so 
then, because everybody had to suffer 
them.

‘King’ Otto of Hungary Ill With 
Pneumonia—While King of 
Rumania Has the Grip. 


RENEW TALK OF CAROL 


Premler Averescu and Bratiano Are 
Sald to Have Reached Accord 
on His Return. 
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BUDAPEST, Jan. 27.—Word has been 
received here that young “King’’ Otto 
of Hungary is fil with pneumonia and 
that the ex-Hmpress Zita and her 
other seven children, who are living in 
exile at Legucito, Spain, are suffering 
from grip. 

King Ferdinand of Rumania also has 
an attack of the grip. 

With nearly every State in the area 
suffering a mild epidemic of grip, it is 
interesting to note that one or two men 
not only profoundly influence politics 
internally but also externally. This is 
partly due to the succession questions 
and partly to power being vested in the 
hands of one or a small group of men 
in some countries, 

Hungary is still a kingdom without 
a king and a country still divided over 
who should succeed to the throne. If 
Emperor Karil’s é¢ldest son, Prince 
Otto, died it would greatly weaken the 
legitimist cause and pave the way for 
Archduke Albrecht, whom Premier 
Bethlen is believed to favor. 

Even more depends immediately upon 
the life of the Hungarian Premier, 
Count Bethlen, for he has made him- 
self the absolute boss of Hungary and 
there are no outstanding men among 
his followers who seem strong enough 
to succeed him and keep his 7ewly 
made machine together, 

The strain of six years in the Pre- 
miership has heavily told on Count 
Bethlen, on his own admission. Lately, 
however, he has been enjoying better 
health than usual. 

The dangerous character of the Ru- 
manian King’s illness and the succes- 
sion question his death will precipitate 
are already well known. 

Simultaneously with reports that the 
King’s disease is now complicated by 
grip, the local press features news 
from Bucharest that the movement to 
bring back Prince Carol is gaining 
strength. It is stated that the King 
has given his consent to the Prince to 
meet his wife, Princess Helen, and the 
infant Crown Prince, his son, on the 
Riviera, despite the opposition of ex- 
Premier Bratiano. 

Much also depends on the life of M, 
Bratiano, who is often called the ‘“‘un- 
crowned King of Rumania’ and who 
is in his sixties. It is doubted if his 
brother, Vintilia, though an able man, 
is sufficiently shrewd enough to hold 
power. 


Rumania Leaders Said to Agree. 


BUCHAREST, Jan. 27 (#).—Premier 
Averescu and former Premier Bratiano, 
who for years has been an influential 
figure in Rumanian political affairs, 
are underst@od to have come to an 
agreement on the subject of the re- 
turn of Prince Carol. 

It is stated that the Premier is to 
have a free hand on condition that he 
finds a way to bring the former Crown 
Prince back without formally repeal- 
ing the act of renunciation passed by 
Parliament on the initiative of the 
Liberal Party. 

This act appointed Prince Carol’s 
five-year-old son, Prince Mihai, Crown 
Prince and named three members of a 
regency to govern Mumania in the 
event that King Ferdinand should die 
before the young Prince reaches the 
age of 18. 

Just how Premier Averescu will be 
able to overcome the difficulty is not 
known. Those few persons who are fa- 
miliar with what is. going on behind 
the scenes on the Carol question are 
maintaining exemplary discretion. 

The Government organ Indreptarea 
says: 

“The Government is too intensely 
preoccupied with consolidation of the 
country to lose time examining ques- 
tions that have been decided.’’ 

Other newspapers, nevertheless, insist 
that important events are impending, 
and there is increasing evidence that 
publié opinion is behind the move to 
restore. Prince Carol to his status as 
Crown Prince, overlooking his renun- 
ciation of the throne, 


PARIS, Jan. 27 ().—‘There is no 
doubt in my mind of Prince Carol's 
eventual assumption of the throne of 
his father,’’ Professor Nicolas Jorga 
told The Associated Press today. 

Professor Jorga was the tutor of the 
former Rumanian Crown Prince and is 
one of the most prominent politica! 
men of Rumania. Prince Carol has 
made it clear that, in the event of his 
assumption of power, Professor Jorga 
must be the Premier.

ANCIENT CHARGES REVIVED 





Beautiful Russian Woman Sent by 
Czarist Government Sajd to 
Have Entrapped Premier.

LONDON, Jan. 27.—Long dead stories 
of scandals about one of the greatest 
names in English history were revived 
in court, today when the libel action 
brought by Captain Peter Wright 
against Viscount Gladstone opened be- 
fore Justice Avory and a special jury 
in the King’s Bench Division. 

The crowded court saw the opening 
of a case which itis declared is likely 
to prove the cause célébre of the year. 
Overshadowing the contemporary in- 
terests involved is the figure of Wil- 
liam Ewart Gladstone, one of the 
greatest of England’s Prime Ministers, 


whose good repute is aftep this long 
lapse of. years the main fgsue in: the 
present case. 

Captain Wright, who is a member of 
the Staff of the Supreme War Council, 
and a well known publicist, charged 
in his book “Portraits and Criticisms’”’ 
that Gladstone was. a. hypocrite .in 
matters of sex. Viscount Gladstone, 
the statesman’s son, wrote Captain 
Wright calling him a Har and coward 
for slandering the dead and after- 
ward wrote letters to the Bath Club, 
as a result of which, it is alleged, 
Wright had to resign from the club. 


Mentions Mrs. Langtry. 


In substantiation of his criticism of 
Gladstone Captain Wright stated in 
court today he had been told that Mrs. 
Lily Langtry, the famous actress and 
beauty, had been unduly ixtimate with 
Gladstone, that a fashionable London 
doctor had told-him some of his women 
patients complained that Gladstone 
had tried to make their acquaintance 
in the street and that he had heard it 
as a fact that Gladstone succumbed 
to the charms of Olga Novikoff, the 
lovely Russian sent over by the Czar- 
ist Government in 1870 for the special 
purpose of fascinating Gladstone, with 
the result that the course of history 
was changed. 

The defense entered is that th words 
used were not libelous; that the occa- 
sion was privileged; that they were 
justified since they were true and that 
they truly stated the facts and hon- 
estly commented on them. 

Mr. Merriman, Captain Wright’s 
chief counsel, reminded the jury that a 
public funeral and a monument in 
Westminster Abbey were accorded 
Gladstone. In the judgment of his 
biographers and those with whom he 
was brought in closest relationship he 
was a man of high moral character. 
Captain Wright, however, thought oth- 
erwise, and Mr. Merriman was sure 
the jury would feel that Captain 
Wright at least was convinced his 
opinion was correct. 

The passage in the book to which 
Viscount Gladstone objected was as 
follows: 

“The late Lord Salisbury’s fastidious 
spirit was still further repelled by 
Liberalism, either in its members who 
worshipped God and Mammon with 
equal zeal, assigning to Mammon in- 
ward service and leaving God to con- 
tent himself with outward professions, 
or in its leader, Gladstone, who found- 
ed great traditions since observed by 
many of his followers and successors 
with such pious fidelity—in public to 
speak the language of the highest and 
strictest principle and in private to 
pursue and possess every sort of 
woman.’ 

Lord Gladstone had. written about 
this passage to Captain Wrights as 
follows: 

“Yoar garbage about Mr. Gladstone 
in ‘Portraits and Criticisms’ has come 
to our knowledge. You are a liar. 
Because you slander a dead man, you 
are a coward. And because you think 
the public will accept inventions from 
such as you, you are a fool.’ 

Later Lord Gladstone had dared Cap- 
tain Wright to take action against him 
and his brother in a court of law. 
Captain Wright decided to do this 
when he learned that Lord Gladstone 
had written the following letter to 
the Secretary of the Bath Ciub: 

“Mr. Peter Wright appears to be a 
member of the Bath Club. In a book 
he made a foul charge against my 
father. In a _ letter published this 
morning in The Daily Mail, he ampli- 
fied his slander and his lies, not daring 
apparently to face us in court. Again 
he writes on Bath Club note paper. 
It seems to me this is a matter for 
the committee.” 

Mr. Merriman, continuing, said it 
was the effect on the public service 
which was the test in these matters 
with regard to public men, but with 
regard to the dead obviously somewhat 
different considerations must apply. 
Even the most ardent Jacobite might 
not be offended by being reminded 
that the King’s Road led to Nell 
Gwynn’s house in Chelsea. Even the 
family of Lord Nelson were not hurt 
if references to Lady Hamilton were 
coupled with references to Trafalgar. 


New Form of Biography in Vogue. 

It must be remembered that a new 
form of biography had been introduced 
by Lytton Strachey which made no 
bones about exposing human weak- 


nesses. It must be considered whether 
Gladstone’s published ‘professions did 
not lay him open after his death to 
exposure of the other side of the shield. 
Gladstone was in his own opinion, as 
he let it be known, God’s instrument 
for working the Divine will. 

Captain Wright, giving evidence, said 
it was a lie to declare he had slipped 
the passage about Gladstone into his 
book unperceived by the publishers. He 
also denied he had ever suggested that 
Gladstone’s purpose in his reclamation 
work had been immoral. He had first 
heard the suggestion against Gladstone 
from the late James Haslam, a family 
friend, who told him Lily Langtry was 
unduly intimate with Gladstone. The 
late Dr. Greatrox told him (Wright) 
that he had women patients who told 
him Gladstone used to try to make 
their acquaintance in the street. 

“He told you he had patients who 
told him they had been told?” ques- 
tioned the Judge. 

“No, no,” replied Captain. Wright. 

The Captain continued that he had 
read about the same time a reference 
to Gladstone and Laura Bell, who was 
the most famous courtesan of the 
nineteenth century. 

“I must. have heard about this time 
also of Olga Novikoff,’’ he went on. 
she was

He added that’ “fourteen years ago 
when he used to go to Eastbourne [an 
English Summer resort] there was a 
man there called Cecil Gladstone, 
whose resemblance to the late states- 
man was unmistakable, and he was old 
that this man was an illegitimate son. 
He was also told twenty-six years ago 
by Jean Bertrand in Paris that he and 
an actress named Brassin had an in- 
trigue with Gladstone on a visit to 
London with a French theatrical com- 
pany. Captain Wright went on: 

“Then there was the well-known 
steeplechase rider Charlie Thompson, 
who is still alive, who told me about 
three years ago that about forty years 
ago Gladstone had tried to make the 
acquaintance of a lady he was with; 
that he had left the Nady outside a 
shop for a few moments and on his 
return Gladstone was talking to her. 
Gladstone, seeing him, fled, and the 
lady told him Gladstone had been mak- 
ing overtures to her.’’ 

Captain Wright next declared that 
the late Lord Milner in conversation 
with Wright and Major Pagezy, French 
secretary to the Supreme War Execu- 
tive, had declared “Gladstone was gov- 
erned by his seraglio.’””’ He had made 
this declaration immediately after re- 
ferring to Gladstone’s taste for the sex 
and while dealing with the change in 
the relations between Turkey and Eng- 
land as between Crimean Day and con- 
temporary time, 

Mr. Merriman read a passage from 
Professor John Morgan’s book on Mor- 
ley in which Henry Lobouchere was 
reported to have said during the Home 
Rule controversy : 

“It’s no use playing poker with the 
old man, who is always producing a 
trump card from his sleeve and pre- 
tending the Holy Ghost put it there.”’ 

Mr. Merriman also read a passage 
from Mrs. O’Shea’s book on Parnell: 

“The freedom of choice we had our- 
selves claimed we acknowledged for 
others and we were wise enough to 
smile if in some instances the great- 
ness of our offense was loudly pro- 
claimed by those who lived in a free- 
dom of love far exceeding our own.” 


Mrs. O’Shea’s Description. 


Mrs. O'Shea, said Captain Wright, 
was a go-hetween for Gladstone and 
Parnell for many years. She had 
written: 

“His wonderful eyes showed just 
sufficient admiration to savor of hom- 
age without offense. A beautiful bird 
of prey, this old man, with piercing, 
cruel eyes belying his tender, courtly 
smile.’’ 

Replying to Mr. Merriman, Captain 
Wright said Lord Morley’s reported 
statement, ‘‘Lord. Granville once told 
me: ‘I have known five of Queen Vic- 
toria’s Prime Ministers who commit- 
ted adultery,’ had made a great im- 
pression on him. 

‘“‘Here,”’ said the Captain, ‘‘were two 
of the most intimate political friends 
of Gladstone saying he committed 
adultery.” 

‘‘Weren’t there more than five Prime 
Ministers in Victoria’s time?’ queried 
the Judge. ‘There were nine,’’ replied 
Captain Wright. 

“The fact that five had not done so 


does not say Gladstone did,”’ the Judge 
commented. 
“No,” said Captain Wright, ‘but 


Lord Granville had known five, and he 
would certainly have known Gladstone, 
because he was Gladstone's Foreign 
Secretary.” 

Mr. Merriman then produced a book 
called ‘‘Recollections and Reflections 
by a Woman of No Importance.” He 
read: 

‘Laura Bell was a beautiful woman 
with fair hair and wonderful eyes and 
figure and lived in Grosvenor Square. 
If I remember correctly her husband 
left her.”’ 

“He shot himself, poor devil,” said 
Captain Wright. 

Mr. Merriman continued reading: 

“Gladstone was an admirer of hers. 
It was his habit to attend her at a 
party and have a kiss apiece. He had 
a pretty taste im women. I have seen 
him indulging in tender transports of 
love and rapture. I have seen him 
kissing Mrs. —— [Mr. Merriman omit- 
ted the name]. He was a wonderful 
old man and in his old age distinctly 
amor@us.” 

Mr. Birkett, cross-examining Captain 
Wright for Viscount Gladstone, asked 
him whether he did not regard this 
charge against Mr. Gladstone as about 
the most horrible that could be made 
against any man. 

“No, because it has been made 
against innumerable great men,” re- 
torted the Captain. 

“Is it not a fact that for the most 
part the women who honored Glad- 
stone with their friendship are dead?” 
questioned Mr. Birkett. 

“I am afraid I can’t answer,” was 
the’ reply. 





Gladstone Described by Mrs. Langtry. 


Mrs. Langtry’s associations with Mr. 
Gladstone were described by her in 
her autobiography, ‘‘The Days I 
Knew,” published in 1925; and the de- 


scription is quite different from that 
given by Captain Wright. Mrs. Lang- 
try met Mr. Gladstone at the studio of 
ae painter Millais, and she wrote of 
nim: 

‘“‘Never shall I forget the wisdom of 
Gladstone and the uplifting effects of 
his visits. Sometimes he read aloud 
his favorite passages from Shake- 
speare. Then, again, he would bring 
me books. He was truly religious, be- 
lieving, he told us, ‘with the simple 
faith of a child.’ And one could not 
be in his company without feeling that 
goodness emanated from him. 

“Once, during my engagement at the 
Haymarket, I gave a Sunday party to 
which I asked, among other great 
personages, the Prime Minister. He 
replied with a long, broad-minded) let- 
ter excusing himself from a Sunday 
entertainment, but making it clear that 
he did not in any way censure me for 
giving it, as it was my only evening 
for recreation, while it was his only 
evening for rest * * * 

“Among his excellent admonitions I 
remember, and shall always remember, 
this. sound piece of advice. He said: 
‘In -your ‘professional career you will 
receive attacks, personal and critical, 
just nad unjust. Bear them, never 
reply and, above all, never rush into 
print to explain or defend yourself.’ 
And I never have.’’

Special Cable to Tox New York TiMEs, 


LONDON, Jan. 27.—Gilbert K. Ches- 


terton and Lady Rhondda, one of Great 
Britain’s big business women, debated 


in London tonight on ‘‘The Menace 
of the Leisured Woman,” with George 
Bernard Shaw in the chair. Mr. Ches- 
terton defended the woman of leisure. 

Mr. Shaw warned the speakers that 
what they said would be broadcast to 
8,000,000 listeners and he urged them 
to be careful. 

“Probably at this moment the Post- 
master General is listening: in,” he 
said. ‘‘He is realizing that I am speak- 
ing. His horror is probably growing 
with every sentence falling from my 
lips. 

“It is evident to me that the Post- 
master General may call out the guard. 
If you find an energetic force of mili- 
tary and police breaking into this hall, 
shattering the microphone and leading 
me away in custody, I must ask you 
not to offez resictance. Your remedy 


is a constitutional one. You must vote 
against the Government at the next 
election.”

“We are going to have a debate on 
the subject of leisured ‘woman,’’ he 
said. ‘‘When I was young a debate 
on this subject would have been im- 

le for the reason that

Eager for Chesterton’s Speech. 

“In those days a woman had chil- 
Gren to look after. She had a house 
to keep. Leisure for her was impos- 
gible. She hardly had time really to 
nag her — as a husband ought 
to be negest, 

“Nowadays we have changed ail 
that. We have got rid of the house 
and housekeeper. We have substituted 
the service flat and the residential 
hotels. We have got rid of children 
by birth control. 

“After all, the old cares and the old 
world have been removed from them. 
I know and understand that it is pos- 
sible. 

“What I do not as yet quite under- 
stand, but what I will learn in the 
course of the next half hour or so, 
is what Mr. Chesterton is going to say 
in defense of leisured women.

“Lady Rhondda is the Teller of the 
House ot Lords. Lady Rhondda is also 
an extremely capable woman of busi- 
ness, and the consequence is that the 
House of Lords have risen up and said: 
‘If Lady Rhondda comes in here, we 
go away.’ 

‘“‘They feel instinctively that if Lady 
Rhondda started in the House of 
Lords, there would be such a show-up 
of the general business ignorance 
and imbecility of the male sex in the 
a gg as never was heard of be- 
ore.’ 


Lady Rhondda Sees Menace. 


Lady Rhondda in her speech said: 

*I am here to put forward a simple 
proposition, which is that the exis- 
tence of the leisured woman consti- 
tutes a grave menace to modern civili- 
gation. 

The idle and the irresponsible, she 
waid, were setting the tone. How was 
one to account for the great clothes 
shops? They were all full of things 
for women of leisure to buy and to 
play. The way to cure the disease was 
to recognize it, Lady Rhondda went 
on. The leisured women of today 
would find that if she could not put 
things pet for herself she could put 
them right for the next generation. 

If she were left as she is today, 
she might wreck civilization, Lady 
Rhondda concluded, and it was her 
business to see that that did not hap- 
pen.

‘National University.’

NEW HAVEN, Jan. 27.—Yale, Har- 
vard and Princeton have compared at- 
tendance numbers in their claims to 
be. regarded as a national university, 
and figures made public tonight by The 
Yale Alumni Weekly show that Yale 


has the largest undergraduate attend- 
ance from twenty-three States and 
is tied with Princeton and Harvard for 


two more States. Princeton is second 
in representation, with twelve States, 
and is tied with Harvard for another. 
Harvard leads in ten States. The num- 
bers are from the enrolment of the 
Classes of 1926, 1927, 1928 and 1929. 

Among the members of these four 
classes Yale leads in the following 
States: 

New York, Connecticut, Vermont, 
Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, Kentucky, 
South Carolina,. Alabama, Fiorida, 
Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, Colorado, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Wyoming, Califor- 
nia, Oregon, Washington, North Da- 
ie Minnesota and District of Colum- 

a. 

Princeton and Yale are tied for Illi- 
nois, while Yale and Harvard are tied 
for Utah. Of the 1,752-New York stu- 
dents represented at Yale, Harvard 
and Princeton’ in these four classes, 
672 are at Yale, 552 are at Princeton 
and 528 at Harvard. 

There are 185 Ohio students at Yale, 
109 at Harvard and 100 at Princeton. 

A comparison has been made by the 
weekly in the choice of schools outside 
of their States by Connecticut, New 
Jersey and Massachusetts students. 
This shows that 65 Connecticut stu- 
dents are at Harvard in these four 
classes and that 189 Massachusetts 
students are at Yale.

WARNS SOVIET OF FOES. 


War Minister Voroshilof Urges Air 
League to Militarize Russia.

MOSCOW, Jan. 27.—‘‘This organiza- 
tion should undertake the task of 


militarizing our whole country,” was 
a statement made by War Minister 
Voroshilof today at a meeting of the 
Soviet Air League. The Minister ad- 
mitted that his words might sound 
strange and paradoxical in view of the 
Soviet Government’s desire tor peace. 
But, he explained, the danger of war 
was becoming so imminent that Rus- 
sia no longer was able to ignore it. 

Repeating the peaceable intentions of 
the Soviet Government, M. Voroshilof 
declared that beyond the shadow of a 
doubt a hostile ring of Fascist organi- 
zations was being formed by border 
States around Russia. He admitted 
that enemies of the Soviet were likely 
to. fall.on his words as new proof 
of ‘‘Red imperialism,’’ but that it could 
not be helped. The Soviet Government 
would not increase the army nor show 
any signs of menace toward neigh- 
bors, but the country must understand 
the imminence of the danger. 

The speech can be somewhat dis- 
counted because Voroshilof in trying 
to arouse enthusiasm for the air league 
naturally. did not minimize potential 
dangers. But the nervousness of the 
Russian public is already so great that 
the risk of some unforeseen incident 

causing complications increases.

on Actor’s Funds Is Lifted. 
NEW SNARLS IN THE WEST 


Government Puts Attachment for 
$530,000 on Comedian’s Agency 
-Wife Blocked on Alimony. 


The release of Charles S. Chaplin’s 
New York assets was effected yester- 
day by the posting of a bond with the 
Government by Isaac Siegel of the 
film comedian’s legal staff sufficient 
to cover alleged unpaid income taxes 
in this Federal district. 

The Guaranty Trust Company, 
through its office at 140 Broadway, an- 
nounced during the afternoon that the 
lien of the United States Government 
on all “Chaplin Film Corporation ac- 
counts” on deposit there had been 
lifted as the result of a letter received 
from Frank K. Bowers, Deputy Inter- 
nal Revenue Collector for the New 
York district. 

No bond was filed with the bank, 
according to its trust officers, who 
pointed out that the customary prac- 
tice was to file such bonds with the 
Collector’s office. The lien was for 
alleged unpaid income taxes of the 
Chaplin film enterprises in this Fed- 
eral district. Although the size of the 
bond was not revealed, it is said to be 
in the neighborhood of $700,000. 

The release of the actor’s money 
here means that Chaplin will now be 
able to complete his picture, ‘The 
Circus,’’ on which he is said to have 
already spent §1,000,000. 

Nathan Burkan, the actor’s personal 
attorney, at whose home, 1,136 Fifth 
Avenue, Chaplin has been staying. 
said Chaplin felt more cheerful about 
his affairs. 

Early in the day it became known 
that Chaplin had raised a bond suf- 
ficient to satisfy the lien, and that a 
personal bond had been submitted to 
the Deputy Internal Revenue Collector. 
The bond was secured by Liberty 
Bonds. Interest on them will be cred- 
ited to Chaplin during the period they 
are held. 

It was pointed out that the lifting of 
the Government liens here had nothing 
to do with the liens placed against 
Chaplin’s property in California be- 
cause of his wife’s divorce action. 


LOS ANGELES, Jan. 27 (#).—New 
Government liens of $530,000 were filed 
against the United Artists Distributing 
Corporation, as an agent of Charlie 
Chaplin, bringing the total of such 
claims here against the star to 
$1,663,000. 

The new action had the effect of 
more completely blocking efforts of 
Lita Grey Chaplin to collect temporary 
alimony. Freeing of Chaplin’s funds 
in New York brought this statement 
from Mrs. Chaplin’s attorneys: 

“If the reported interview with Mr. 
Chaplin’s attorneys in New York is 
correct, and the $600,000 which the 
Government is to release is to be 
used by him to fight for his babies, 
Mr. Chaplin’s idea of a fair fight is 
very peculiar, in-as much as to date 
the only fight»he has made has been 
to resist, on technicalities, the pay- 
ment to Mrs. Chaplin out of his vast 
fortune the $4,000 for the support of 
herself and her babies, and $5,000 to 
the mother with which to make her 
fight for retention of the custody of 
those babies. 

“The Eastern attorneys have failed 
to explain why Mr. Chaplin could not 
draw on his funds in Canadian, Eng- 
lish and French banks for money to 
make any fight he considered neces- 
sary,” the statement added. 





HOOVER ASKS ACTION 


Urges Compromise to Insure Leg- 
islation on Dam for Flood Con- 
_ trol and Water Supply. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Secretary 
Hoover issued) a statement today urg- 
ing the enactment of legislation for 
the construction of a dam in the Colo- 
rado River for flood control, water 
supply and other functions. 

Neither the Boulder Dam bill, now 
the object.of lively controversy in Con- 
gress and opposed in its present form 
by Senators Ashurst and Cameron and 
an Arizona delegation calling on the 
President last week, nor any other spe- 
cific measure was mentioned by Mr. 
Hoover. But he declared that Colorado 
River legislation was imperative, and 
there must be ‘‘some bending in com- 
promise”’ if progress was to be made. 

Discussing the Colorado River legis- 
lation now pending, Mr. Hoover said: 

“The legislation which will secure 
the great works on the Colorado is 
urgent for three imperative reasons. 
First, the steadily increasing menace 
of irreparable flood damage to~ the 
lower valleys of California and Ari- 
zona; second, the necessity of the Los 
Angeles section to reinforce its domes- 
tic water supply which implies devel- 
opment of great power to pump this 
water into Southern California; third, 
the urgent need for protection of our 
international rights. 

“The legsilation is unique in that it 
imposes. no burden on the Federal Gov- 
ernment except the loan of the neces- 
sary credit. No work is to be under- 
taken until the. contracts and guaran- 
tees, which amply cover the return of 
all funds, have been entered into. 

‘“‘No such proposal has ever been put 
up from the West before, and in itself 
it indicates the anxiety of the South- 
west, for usually the Federal Govern- 
ment has provided at least flood con- 
trol at National expense. 

“The form of legislative proposals 
are never perfect at the start. It can 
never entirely suit every interest. 
There must be some bending in com- 
promise if we are to go forward in 
any subject, and I cannot but feel that 
the major issues are being overlooked 
in the apprehension over secondary 
questions by the sister States in the 
Colorado Basin.’’

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The confer- 
ence report on the White-Dill radio 
control measure was submitted to the 
House today and, it is expected,. will 
be acted on Saturday. It will be 
brought up in the Senate early next 
week. 

The measure comes as near meeting 
the radio situation as can be hoped 
for at this time, according to the view 


of the National Radio Coordinating 
Committee, the members of which in- 
clude representatives of the radio 
manufacturers, newspaper publishers, 
radio broadcasters and organizations, 
and others interested in the regulation 
of broadcasting. 

The committee’s view was. expressed 
tonight in a statement signed by Wal- 
ter A. Strong the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association, Arthur T. 
Haugh of the Radio Manufacturers 
Association, R. C. Rypinski of the 
Electrical Manufacturers’ Association, 
and others interested. 

The statement said in part: **The 
procedure by which this result has 
been accomplished has been remark- 
ably free from the usual strains ac- 
companying enactment of legislation 
so important. In the interests of har- 
mony and sane accomplishment of 
necessary radio control, all parties 
presented the facts supporting their 
opinion and listened to the opinion of 
others with tolerance and appreciation 
of the difficulties of the situation. 

“The terms of the bill, finally re- 
ported out of conference, agree in es- 
sential details, except for a few varia- 
tions in general principle, with the 
report of the Radio Coordinating 
Committee. As announced after con- 
sideration of the two bills in confer- 
ence, the compromise bill does not rec- 
ognize the principle of priority or, in 
fact, any proprietary interest, but, 
having established the principle of 
regulatory control by the United

als opposed to it. The resolution asked 
that the editor of The Mine Workers’ 
Journal be instructed to allow admin- 
istration opponents use of its columns. 
President Lewis refused to permit 
Hapgood to speak when he said he 
was a delegate from a local at Cres- 
son, Pa. His credentials were not 
recognized. A policeman separated 
Hapgood’s opponents and his support- 
ers when they milled around him. 
The journal of the miners was at- 
tacked by John Brophy, who was de- 
feated for the presidency by Mr. Lewis 
and also by John Hindmarsh of River- 
ton, lll. Mr. Lewis said the journal 
had never been used to advance the 
interests of the administration but 
only for the interests of the miners.

GOULD BRIBERY CASE ENDS. 


Senate Committee Will Report on 
Senator’s Status Next Week. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27. (4).—With 
the end of argument by counsel today, 
the Senate elections committee took 
under advisement the case involving 
charges of bribery against Senator 
Gould, Republican of Maine. It plans 
to submit a report next week. 

The committee abandoned hope of 
receiving testimony from former Pre- 
mier Flemming of New Brunswick 
concerning the $100,000 campaign con- 
tribution of the Gould railroad inter- 
ests to his party, his physicians ad- 
vising Mr. Flemming was ill. 

In closing his argument Frederick 
W. Hinckley, chief counsel for Mr. 
Gould, declared the Senator’s inno- 
cence had been proved conclusively. 

Martin Paskus of Senator Gould’s 
counsel contended the Senate had no 
power to judge the fitness of a person 
elected to that body or to refuse a 
seat to a Senator because of any act 
committed prior to his election. By 
permitting Mr. Gould to take the cath 
the Senate already had passed on his 
qualifications. It could expel a Sen- 
ator only for committing an offense 
against the Senate. 

Senator Walsh, who prosecuted the 
case for the committee, contended that 
the evidence showed that Mr. Gould 
had agreed to payment of the bribe. 
The Senate, he maintained, was the 
sole judge of its membership and had 
authority to expel a member for just 
cause.

Before Adjournment. | 


435 MEMBERS TO BE BASIS 


Reorganization Under .1920 Census 
Would Decrease Delegations From 
Some States and Enlarge Others. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Reappor- 
tionment of representation in Congress 
on the basis of the 1920 census, which 
gave the United States a population 
of 105,710,620, will be brought before 
the House before adjournment, in ac- 
cordance with an agreement reached 
today by Speaker Longworth, Repub- 
lican Leader Tilson and Chairman 
Snell of the Rules Committee. 

If present plans carry, the Repub- 
lican organization will get behind the 
Fenn bill, which provides for main- 
tenance of the present membership of 
435 Representatives in the House. The 
view was expressed at today’s confer- 
ence that the constitutional direction 
for reappointment after each decennial 
census was mandatory and that the 
House would be derelict in duty if it 
failed to act at this time. 

Accordingly, the Census Committee, 
of which Representative Fenn of Ohio 
is Chairman, was requested to pro- 
ceed with consideration of the Fenn 
bill and adopt a unit of representation 
based on a House of 435 members. The 
alternative proposal of a House Of 480 
members was rejected on the ground 
that the present membership was large 
enough and that no good reason had 
been advanced why it should be en- 
larged. 

Under the Fenn bill a few States 
would lose and some States gain in 
membership. Opposition to reappor- 
tionment comes primarily from those 
delegations from the South or else- 
where where there would be a reduc- 
tion in House membership. 

Representative Tilson said he thought 
it would be unwise to forego action on 
reapportionment, because delay would 
complicate the situation: and probably 
encourage those who, for local reasons, 
desired to increase the size of the 
House. 

“The present House is large enough,” 
he said. ‘‘A House of 500 members 
would increase the difficulties of doing 
business. If we pass a bill now ad- 
hering to a House of 435.members it 
would head off any movement next 
year or following the 1930 census to 
jump the membership to 480 or 500.

Company Placed $3,011,775,000 in 
.1926—Has One-sixth of Total in 
Force Under 300 Concerns. 


‘With assets totaling $2,108,004,000 and 
increasing at the rate of $1,000,000,000 
every four. years, the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company is the world’s 
largest financial institution, according 
to an announcement made yesterday 
by Haley Fiske, President, at the 
opening of the annual convention of 
Metropolitan field’ mahagers at the 
home office in Madison Avenue.

ASSAILS MAYOR ON BUS FARE. 


Union Bus Corp. Charges Failure to 
Keep Pledge of 5-Cent Rate. 
The action of the Board of Estimate 

in closing the award of bus franchises 

to all except seven applicants, named 


in resolutions for the preparation of 
franchise contracts, was attacked yes- 
terday by the Union Bus Corporation 
in a pamphlet, in effect charging the 
Mayor and his colleagues with failure 
to keep their pledge to maintain a 
five-cent fare. 

The pamphlet, which is entitled *‘Lest 
We Forget” and copies of which were 
distributed at City Hall after the 
Board’s meeting, consists mostly of 
quotations from Mayor Walker’s 1925 
campaign speeches, as reported in THE 
New YorK Times. After reproduction 
of a score of the Mayor’s public ut- 
terances on the fare question, the 
pamphlet continues: 

“The final record on transportation 
rate of fare is contained in the report 
of the Board of Transportation, dated 
Jan. 20, 1927, which shows that 105 
out of 106 petitioners for bus franchise 
grants are seeking to destroy the basic 
five-cent fare. 

“To accept any of these offers would 
be a repudiation of the campaign 
pledges made by all the members of 
the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment to the people of the City of New 
York, before and after their election. 
The awarding of franchises on other 
than a flat five-cent fare basis would 
break down the five-cent fare structure 
and would justify all of the other trac- 
tion interests in applying for and ob- 
taining increased carfares. 

‘“‘The Union Bus Corporation was the 
first and still is the only petitioner 
which has offered and does offer to 
the citizens of the Boroughs of Man- 
hattan, the Bronx, Brooklyn and 
Queens, efficient bus transportation, at 
a flat five-cent rate of fare, with no 
zones and free transfers at all inter- 
secting points. The so-called five-cent 
fare proposals of all other of the 105 
petitioners is mere subterfuge because 








there is contained in the said proposals 


the zoning system, which increases the 
so-called initial five-cent fare in some 
instances to three, four and five fares. 
In other words, all of the other com- 
peting bidders will exact from the rid- 
ing public. for a complete ride in-every 
borough, a rate of fare ranging from 
a minimum of ten cents up to a maxi- 
mum as high as twenty-nine cents.” 


FIGHTS DUAL CONTRACTS. 


J. J. Halleran Sues to End City’s 
Agreement With B.M.T. and LR.T. 


What would amount to annulment of 
the dual subway contracts between the 
city on the one hand and the Inter- 


borough Rapid Transit Company and 
the Brooklyn Manhattan Transit Cor- 
poration on the other was asked yes- 
terday in a suit brought in Supreme 
Court, Queens County, by former Tax 
Commissioner John J. Halleran of 
Flushing against Mayor Walker and 
his colleagues on the Board of Bsti- 
mate, the Transit Commission, the 
Board of Transportation and the rail- 
road companies. 

Specifically, Mr. Halleran asked in 
his complaint that the City Adminis- 
tration be enjoined from continuing its 
agreement under the contracts to com- 
bine its revenue with those of the com- 
panies, from taking any further steps 
to finance the contracts by the issu- 
ance of bonds or corporate stock and 
‘from further wasting the funds of 
the City of New York and further pre- 
venting the realization of moneys by 
the city properly and legally due to it 
or to become due to it.” 

Mr. Halleran based his action largely 
on the allegation that the city’s agree- 
ment to use its money and credit for 
the benefit of the companies is uncon- 
stitutional. He also declared in his 
complaint that the contracts, if legal, 
could not be carried out on a 5-cent 
fare and should therefore be declared 
void. 

“Transit is as the police question 
was years ago, full of politics,’’ Mr. 
Halleran said in a statement explain- 
ing his suit. ‘The adroitness of the 
lawyers and contract makers has over- 
reached itself. The evasions and sup- 
pressions in the so-called dual con- 
tracts are astounding. 

“The city, which was to receive not 
only a return sufficient to pay on its 
bonds issued for transit purposes, but 
an actual profit, is now in such plight 
that it has spent for construction far 
in excess of its original commitment, 
has received no return on its invest- 
ment and cannot receive any under 
existing conditions, has borrowed 
money which should have been repaid 
cut of the earnings of the roads, but 
must now be pald by the taxpayers, 
and in addition is faced with accumu- 
anne. deficits to the railroad compa- 

es. 

“The tragedy is intensified when we 
learn that the contracting parties will 
not get together and adjust matters as 
other failing partners would do. In 
these circumstances the only method 
remaining is to apply to the courts. 
The dual contracts are illegal because 
they are in violation of the constitu- 
tional provision forbidding the city to 
give any of its money or property or 
loan its money or credit to, or in aid 








of any corporation.”

Verdict, Exonerating Stars of 
Leonard Charges, Restores 
Them to Former Clubs, 








BOTH TO GET NEW BERTHS| 





Are Declared Free Agents by 


' Their Owners, but Must Remain 


in American League. 





SOUGHT BY MANY CLUBS 





Ruppert Would Sign Both, While

CHICAGO, Jan. 27.—Tyrus Raymond 
Cobb and Tristram Speaker, two of the 
greatest outfielders of ajl time, were 
exonerated today by Commigsioner K. 
M, Landis of the ‘‘fixing’’ charges of 
Duteh L. Leonard, former Detroit 
pitcher, and restored to good standing 
in organized baseball. 4 
~Leonard’s charges were that Cobb, 
Speaker, Joe Wood, then a pitcher on 
the Cleveland team, and himself had 
arpanged to ‘“‘throw’’ the game of Sept. 
25, 1919, and that bets were made ac- 
copdingly by all players concerned. 

Landis, in his finding, handed down 
this morning, pointed out that neither 
Cobb nor Speaker had been found 
guilty of ‘‘fixing’’ a game at any time. 
He pointed out that all efforts to have 
Leonard come to Chicago from his 
home in Fresno, Cal,, to repeat his 
charges at a hearing in which -the 
pfincipals were to have defended them- 
selves proved unavailing, 

Landis’s finding this morning auto- 
matically places the two players back 
on the reserve lists of their respective 
clubs—Cobb with Detroit and Speaker 
with Cleveland. It also definitely 
stops all attempts of National League 
club owners to negotiate for the stars 
for the 1927 season. 


Text of Verdict. 


The finding of the Commissioner fol- 
lows: 

Tyrus R. Cobb and Tris Speaker 
hase asked that their baseball status 
be defined. This request is in con- 
templation of possible future service 
and. is in accordance with the Com- 
Missioner’s statement of Deo, ‘21; 
19; as follows: 

‘‘These men, being out of baseball, 
no decision will be made unless 
changed conditions in the future re- 
quite it.’’ 

Preceding that announcement both 
players had been released, that ac- 
tion having come about as follows: 

By resolution of Sept. 9, 1926, the 
American League directors requested 
that a hearing be held respecting 
allegations by Hubert Leonard of 
improper conduct by Cobb, Speaker, 
Joe Wood and Leonard in connection 
with the Detroit-Cleveland game of 
Sept. 26, 1919, and two letters to 
Leonard by Cobb and Wood relating 
thereto. 

Cobb,. Speaker and Wood were 
available, but Leonard, a. retired 
player, residing in California, de- 
clined to attend a hearing. There- 
fore, his statement was taken in 
California, and in substance was that 
this game had been fixed. Cobb, 
Speaker and Wood branded this 
charge as false. A wager had been 
made, but they vigorously denied 
that the game had been fixed and 
they insisted upon on opportunity to 
face their accuser. Leonard, how- 
ever, persisted in his refusal to come, 
and, despite the fact thst his at- 
tendance could not be forced, the 
hearing was finally set for Nov. 29, 
and all parties, including Leonard 
and the American League President 
and directors, duly notified. Leonard 
replied that he would not be pres- 
ent. 

Decided to Drop Out. 


Cobb and Speaker appeared on 
Noy. 27 and were informed of Leon- 
ard’s attitude, whe::upon they can- 


vassed the whole situation with the 
Commissioner and reached the con- 
Clugion that they would rather quit 
baseball than have a hearing with 
their accuser absent. Their reason- 
ing was: The mere announcement of 
charges of this character, whatever 
the .personality or motives of the ac- 
cuser, or the scarcity or even ab- 
gence of evidence supporting the 
charges, would be harmful to the 
accused persons, experience having 
shown that a vindication by base- 
ball authority, based upon a mani- 
fest, insufficiency or even a total 
fajlure of supporting proof, has been 
labeled a “‘whitewash.” 

While they insisted they had no 
doubt of their ability to answer the 
Charges they were concerned about 
the. possible effect upon themselves 
and others in whom they were deep- 
ly Mterested. They appeared to be 
particularly disturbed regpecting the 
situation of Joe Wood, 

These considerations, as Cobb and 
Speaker represented the matter to 
mé, brought about..their. desire to 

uit baseball, despite their apprecia- 

tion of the fact that such action 
might be misconstrued. Inasmuch, 
therefore, as Leonard’s attendance 
could never be induced nor enforced, 
the Commissioner consented that the 
hearing be put over indefinitely, that 
it was understood that it would be 
the-end of the matter, unless condi- 
tions thereafter should so change as 
to require a different course.

YANKS OUT FOR SPEAKER. 


Ruppert Says He Also Would Buy 

Cobb—Others Also Seek Stars. 
‘ A’ movement to trade Ty ‘Cobb to the 
St. Louis Browns and Tris Speaker to 
the Boston Red 50x was started here 
yesterday a few hours after Commis- 
sioner Landis’s decision exonerating 
them had been learned. 

It has been suggested to each Amer- 
ican League club owner that such 4 
move would benefit the league greatly, 
building up two of the weaker teams 
and solving a troublesome situation. 
Speaker is tremendously popular in 
Boston, where he started playing base- 
ball twenty years ago, and would work 
well with Bill Carrigan, an gold run- 
ning-mate .of hig, Jn St. Louis Cobb 
would serve as a counter-attraction to 
the world’s champion Cardinals. 

However, if such a scheme should 
fall through, the Yankees will make 
every attempt to buy either player or 
both. Colonel Ruppert, owner of the 
club, made that statement yesterday, 
adding that the Yankees are “inter- 
ested’’ in both but would. prefer 
Speaker. 

Colonel Ruppert and his business 
manager, Ed Barrow, praised’ Landis 
for his decision, and to the chorug was 
added the voice of John A. Heydler, 
President of the National League, who 
issued the following statement: 

‘Tt ig highly gratifying to me per- 
sonally to learn that these two great 
players are back in the game and in 
good standing, and I am sure-that in 
saying this I am expressing the senti- 
ments of every one affiliated with the 
National League. 

‘““Those who know the stern and thor- 
ough methods of Judge Landis know 
that the spirit of baseball law was not 
violated, otherwise these players could 
never have Played in baseball again." 

In a later conversation Mr. Heydler 
remarked that Commissioner ~ Landis 
was right in returning the players to 
their respective clubs. 

“After each player had given the 
best part of his life to one league,”’ 
said President Heydler, ‘it would be 


‘only fitting for him to finish his ca- 


reer in that league.’’ 

This was taken to mean that the 
National League had had no intention 
of trying to wrest Cobb and Speaker 
from the American. 

Colonel Ruppert said: 

‘“‘Judge Landis did the correct thing. 
On the evidence Cobb and Speaker 
could never have been kept out of 
baseball. His decision is a good thing 
and will please everybody. Yes, the 
Yankees are interested in these play- 
ers, especially Speaker. If it were nec- 
essary to keep the National League 
from getting them we would take both 
players.’”’ 

If it turns out that Cobb and Speaker 
will be sold or traded in the open 
market, the Yankees will make a gtren- 
uous effort to get Speaker. Miller 
Huggins, it is strongly believed, would 
not want Cobb, and Cobb, on the other 
hand, might prefer to play with his old 
friend, Dan Howley, now manager of 
the Browns. 

Charles A, Stoneham, President of 
the Giants, said he had no comment 
to make on Landis’s verdict. The 
Giants and Robins, of course, would 
be guilty of tampering if they went 
after either Cobb or Speaker now. The 
two players would have to be waived 
out of the American League before any 
National League club could make a 
move.

Moore Starts Action While 
Player Threatens to Sue 
Breadon for Back Dividends. 








ALEXANDER JOINS HOLDOUTS 





Fails to Get Salary Increase and 
‘Is Third Cardinal Hurler 
to Balk at Signing. 


ST. LOUIS, Jan. 27 ).~Troubles of 
the world’s champion St. Louis Car- 
dinals and Rogers Hornsby, their for- 
mer manager, multiplied today. 

Grover Cleveland Alexander, pitch- 
ing hero of the 1026 world’s series, 
was added to the list of Cardinal -hold- 
outs. Hornsby was sued for $70,075 
by Frank L. Moore, horse race bet- 
ting commissioner of Newport, Ky,, 
and Hornsby threatened to sue Presi- 
dent Sam Breadon to compel him to 
deciare back dividends on Cardinal 
stock, 1,167 shares of which Hornsby 
holds. 

The veteran Alexander, it was 
learned, returned his 1927 contract to 
Breadon unsigned because the docu- 
ment provided for no increase in sal- 
ary over what he obtained last year 
under a contract with the Cubs and 
assigned to the Cards when he was 
transferred to St. Louis for the waiver 
price, 

Third Hurler to Hold Out, 

‘Alexander was the third Card right- 
hander to refuse the terms offered for 
next season. The others were Jess 
Haines and Flint Rhem, who together 
won thirty-three victories last year, 

Moore, in his suit, did not state. the 
purposes for which he alleged he ad- 
vanced various sums, ranging from 
$850 to $18,000, although he previously 
had told reporters he bet $70,000 for 
Hornsby on horse races last January 
and February and lost money. The 
claims include $26,800 alleged to have 
been advanced to Mrs. Hornsby on 
her’ husband’s notes. Hornsby has 
denied he owes Moore anything. 


Breadon Turns Down Offers. 


William F. Fahey, attorney for 
Hornsby, announced the player’s Car- 
dinal stock had been offered to Brea- 
don for $105 a share, a total of $122,- 
535, and Breadon had declined it at 
that price, and also turned down an 
offer by Fahey to buy Breadon’s 5,904 
shares at the same price, which would 
represent an investment of $419,920. 

Fahey made public a letter to Brea- 
don. in which he asserted the $105 
valuation was a fair one placed after 
an extensive audit of the club’s books. 
He did not reveal in whose behalf 
he made the offer to buy Breadon's 
controlling interest. 

He called attention that dividends on 
the common stock were cumulative at 
6 per cent. and asserted that if back 
dividends were not declared during 
February he intended to bring suit in 
behalf. of Hornsby and other clients to 
compel paymients.

UNUSUAL CHORAL EFFECTS 


Heroine Beheads Holofernes, Be- 
sieging Army’s General, and 
Saves Her City. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 28.— “‘Judith,’’ the 
often postponed opera, received its 
first performance in America at the 
Auditorium tonight. This is the Arthur 
Honegger opera which Mary Garden 
brought over with her this season, 
declaring that it was a work of genius. 

Before it came on the company gave 
a work that commands attention on its 
own behalf. This was ‘Gianni 
Schicchi,’”’ the last item in the Juccini 
twilogy, a farce set to music. 

After ‘Gianni Schicchi’’ and the 
thirty-five minute intermission that 


followed, Conductor ‘Polacco’ signalled 
for the trill. in major sevenths that 
begins “Judith.” 

Judith goes from Bethulia to Holo- 
fernes’ camp, taking strong wine. 
After he is made helpless by imbibing 
a cuts off his head and returns with 
t. 

It seems an unsporting deed, but it 
gives Miss Garden a chance to do some 
of her best acting of this season. She 
returned to her former dramatic meth- 
od, that of poised immobility, explod- 
ing into action. And because the music 
lies mostly in the middle part of a 
mezzo-soprano range, everything that 
she sang was projected easily and 
sae cad in her own characteristic 

yle. 

But the super-thrill she promised was 
not forthcoming. There was a scene 
with the Holofernes of Cesare Formichi 
that began to approach the high tem- 
perature of the theatre, but it was 
over almost before it began. 

From a musical standpoint, it is 
feared that difficulty of performance 
has been mixed up with ability of com- 
position. It is difficult, though seldom 
brilliant and almost never noisy. 
Honegger writes in several keys at 
once from preference, though he is by 
no means the only one to use that 
gesture. 

He had done some first-class choral 
writing. The wailing women at the 
start, the Bathulians starting out to 
battle, almost every place where the 
chorus is used becomes distinctive. 

For the rest, the solo passages, the 
orchestral score—the matter of Honeg- 
ger’s genius must be entered under the 
Scotch verdict, not proven. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 27 (#).—The story of 
the opera ‘“‘Judith’”’ is based on a bibli- 
cal tale. It concerns a young widow, 
Judith, who contrives to reach the tent 
of the Assyrian General, Holofernes, 
by night, begging him to spare her 
city, Bethulia, besieged by his army. 
The wells are dry and her people are 
face to face with death from thirst. 

Judith beheads H-.lofernes with his 
own sword, then returns with the 
bloody trophy to the besieged Israel- 
ites, who thereupon attack and defeat 
their enemies.

The Philharmonic. Concert. 

So far as the. orchestral concerts 
which he has directed in New York 
in the last two Winter seasons can 
show, Fritz Reiner is essentially 
a@ modern minded conductor.«'He gave 
this impression at the concert of the 
Philharmonic Society, which he-con- 
ducted last Tuesday night in the Met- 
4 opolitan Opera House, and he strength- 
ened it when he again appeared as 
guest conductor with the same organi- 
zation last night in Carnegie Hall. The 
feature of the concert of last Tuesday 
was Richard Strauss’s ‘“‘Thus Spake 
Zarathustra.”” “Last night Debussy’s 


“La mer’ was substituted for the 
Strauss work—the two' programs being 
otherwise. identical—and. the interest 
that Mr. Reiner showed in the Debussy 
music, his apparent conviction of its 
wonder and beauty, was in gratifying 
contrast to. the. earlier. performances 
of the evening. 

The earlier’ performances were of 
Weber’s ‘“‘Oberon”’ overture and Bee- 
thoven’s Fourth Symphony. These 
performances were undistinguished in 
the Metropolitan Opera House, where, 
however, it was reasonable to defer 
an opinion until Mr. Reiner had some 
opportunity of repeating them in the 
far better acoustical environment of 
Carnegie Hall. But Carnegie Hall, as 
it proved, did not take away the 
character of dullness and routine from 
interpretations of a prevailingly 
capellmeister hue. Nor was the tone 
of the orchestra, in these compositions, 
very clear or brilliant, or the playing 
distinguished by technical precision 
and finesse. The slow movement of 
the Beethoven symphony found Mr. 
Reiner in a measure responsive to its 
spell, but in general these were con- 
ventional moments. 

When it came to the strange and 
fascinating music of Debussy all was 
changed. One might or might not 
agree with the conductor’s conception 
in its various details. But this mat- 
ters so little when that conception is 
plainly authentic, sincere and the re- 
sult of reverent and comprehending 
study of a score. Interpreting for the 
audience this fantasy of the sea with 
its thousand voices, the sport of wind 
and wave, the calls that echo from 
mysterious depths and distances, the 
tumult, the mockery, the menace of 
many waters, Mr. Reiner wove beauty 
and enchantment from the _ instru- 
ments. 

The conductor revealed very striking- 
ly the myriad colors in Debussy’s tone- 
poem. He accomplished this, in part, 
by giving full value to the timbres of 
the wind instruments, and not dimming 
these effects by too much of the sonor- 
ity of the strings. It is the wind in- 
struments which give this score so 
much. of its atmosphere and fantasy; 
they are the siren voices that call from 
Debussy’s depths, that weave his spell, 
that mock and lure and command. 
Mr. Reiner secured the exterior effect 
and the interior spirit of this song of 
the sea. If he was a little obvious, a 
little heavy-handed, he nevertheless 
captured and revealed to his listeners 
the essential secrets of the composer. 
The performance of ‘‘La Mer’’ made 
the concert worth the journey. Ex- 
cerpts from Wagner’s ‘‘Meistersinger’’ 
completed the program. 


‘THE BARBER’ HEARD AGAIN. 


Galli-Curcl Sings Rosina Before a 
Brilliant Audience. 


Mme. Galli-Curci sang Rosina in 
“The Barber of Seville’? before a bril- 
tiant subscription audience at the Met- 
ropolitan last evening. It was the gay 
old opera’s second hearing this season, 
and save for the tonsorial title réle 
taken previously by Mr. De Luca there 
was an identical cast. Chamlee and

Galli-Curci sang her ‘‘Home, Sweet 
Home’”’ encore in English to great ap- 
plause. The honors were evenly 
shared, notably by Basiola in his first 
Metropolitan essay of Figaro and by 
Pinza in the Chaliapin rdle. 





Debut Recital by Josef Hontl. 

Josef Honti, pianist of Budapest, who 
for a year has resided in this country, 
made his first public appearance last 
evening at the Town Hall before an 
audience including official representa- 
tives of his former homeland and mem- 
bers of the local Hungarian colony. 
The leisurely newcomer proved as 
judicious in choice of a serious pro- 
gram as he was effective in its per- 
formance. Two of the. ‘‘greater’’ piano- 
forte sonatas, Beethoven’s Op. 109, in 
E major, and Chopin’s Op. 58, in B 
minor, measured fairly the bounds of 
the romantic spirit in music. Both 
were performed with rugged vigor and 
ripe musicianship, subtly conveying 
two highly contrasting characters and 
intelligences.

Almost never 
do we see emphasis on self-discipline 
and self-education as the real basis of 
succegs.; There is.undue stress on fine 
houges and fine clothes ‘and ‘the’ upper 
and Jeisure class existence, remote 
from the life of the people, is consist- 
ently presented on the screen.” 


Great National Dramas. 


The drama of the coal fields and the 
steel mills is negligible in American 
films, though it is one of the great 
national dramas, said Dr. Tyson. The

Program for N. Y. U.. Campus, 
Where 30 Will Be Played, Is Ad- 
Justed to Meet Demand In Park. 


As a result of an interchange of let- 
ters between Mayor Walker and 
Messrs. Daniel and Murry Guggen- 
heim, an agreement has been reached 
whereby the Goldman Band will give 
forty free concerts next Summer on 
the Mall in Central Park, on Monday, 
Wednesday, Friday and Sunday eve- 
nings. In addition, thirty concerts by 
the same organization, on Tuesday, 
Thursday and Saturday evenings will 
be given on the campus of the New 
York University. 

Mayor Waker on Jan. 19 wrote the 
Guggenheims as follows:

“Your letter of Jan. 19 has been re- 
ceived and considered by us. Chancel- 
lor Brown has graciously concurred 
in the plans suggested by you for the 
Goldman Band concerts during the 
coming Summer and we are, there- 
fore, happy to accede to your request. 

“Accordingly, our program will be 
based on a total of seventy concerts, 
commencing on June 6 and ending on 
Aug. 13. Forty to be given on Mon- 
day, Wednesday, Friday and Sunday 
evenings on the Mall in Cen Park 
and thirty to be given on Tuesday, 
Thursday and Saturday evenings on 
the campus at New York University. 
This plan will, we believe, permit a 
larger number of people to attend the 
concerts than heretofore, thus accom- 
plishing what we all really desire.” 





EAST SIDE OPENS” 
"ANEW PLAY HOUSE 


Public Theatre, at Fourth St. and 
Second. Av., Presents “Parisian 
Love” in Yiddish. 


New York’s east side celebrated the 
opening last night of a new playhouse, 
the Schulman-Goldberg Public Theatre, 
on Second Avenue and Fourth Street, 
with a Yiddish version of Emmerich 
Kalman’s tuneful operetta, ‘‘Parisian 
Love ” (“Bajadere’’). Equipped with 
modern theatrical devices fore and aft 
the footlights, this downtown temple 
of Thespis, seating 1,743, gave forth 
exclamations of satisfaction from an 
overflowing audience. It also must be 
recorded that the Public Theatre is 
perhaps the only playhouse in New 
York having a Row I. 

The color scheme of the theatre is 
a harmonious combination of lavender 
and gold. H. Craig Severance and 
Major David M. Oltarsh designed the 
house, which was erected by Major 
Oltarsh’s building company. 

Lovers of Emmerich Kalman’s music 
will find themselves justified in jour- 
neying to Second Avenue and Fourth 
Street to hear the score of “Parisian 
Love.”’ It is plentifully supplied with 
melodious tumes. The vogue for Mr. 
Kalman’s music increases every year. 
He is now represented on Broadway by 
“Countess Maritza,’’ and Arthur Ham- 
merstein has commissioned him to 
write the score of ‘“‘The Golden Dawn,”’ 
which will dedicate Hammerstein’s 
Temple of Music in September. 

Mischa Applebaum, an actor of phy- 
sical culture proportions, sang the 
leading réle of Prince Radjami von 
Lahore, a Hindu nobleman, in the best 
manner of the Yiddish musical stage. 
He was ably assisted by Zena Gold- 
stein in the primo donna réle. 

The story deals with an Indian 
Prince, who falls in love with the diva 
of the Chateau Lea Theatre in Paris. 
He tells her of his passion. The diva 
resists his advances which does not 
deter him. He tells her that she will 
come to him and he will be successful 
in his suit through the inflexible 
power of his will. The humor in the 
plot is extracted by Jacob Rechtzeit, 
Charles Natanson and Samuel Blum, 
and the feminine choral contingent 
strives desperately to surpass its 
Broadway sisters.

WISDOM OF DOING NOTHING. 

It is now regarded as settled that the 
"present Congress will pass a tax re- 
duction measure of no kind whatever. 
The Democrats in the House have 
been nagging the Republicans about 
unfulfilled promises and plans put for- 
‘ward only to be abandoned, but noth- 
ing has come of it. Not even the off- 
horse insurgent Republicans would 
join the Democrats in trying to force 
@ tax bill for consideration by the 
House. Chairman Mappien of the Ap- 
propriations Committee has assured 
the President that nothing can or will 
be done to cut taxes before the 4th 
of March, when this Congress dies. 
This means, of course, that the an- 
nounced project of Mr. Coo.ipce him- 
self, with its later variant urged by 
Secretary MELLON, has gone glimmer- 
ing. But both those officials profess 
to be well satisfied with the resolve 
of Congress to do nothing. 

It is a wise decision, since, whatever 
the Treasury surplus proves to be, it 
can be applied to the redemption of 
the public debt—in itself a form of 
tax reduction. Representative MappDEN 
emphasizes this point, but somewhat 
dilutes his wisdom in doing nothing by 
gaying far too much. He predicts a tax 
cut by the next Congress of $350,000,- 
000 or more. But this implies a con- 
fidence that the Treasury receipts will 
continue to run in a full stream, and 
that Government expenditures can be 
kept from rising too high. Both these 
suppositions are precarious. By the 
time the next Congress meets in De- 
cember, 1927, the ‘whole financial out- 
look may have altered. The only thing 
which the country may count upon 
with absolute certainty is that if the 
tax laws are not changed, then what- 
ever surplus may accumulate in the 
Treasury will be used to extinguish 
the public debt. So long as we have 
that safeguard, there will be many to 
echo the query of Lord MELBOURNE, 
“Why can’t you let it alone?”

CHERCHEZ L’ONCLE SAM. 


If the United States is not respon- 
sible for the recent outbreak of the 
“flu” in Europe, the reason is that the 
French political press has not yet got 
around to it. For the moment a con- 
siderable section of the Paris fourth 
estate is engaged in demonstrating 
that the United States is responsible 
for the crisis in China. American 
missionaries promulgating American 
fideas have induced a violent rush of 
blood to Chinese heads. In the Wash- 
ington Conference five years ago 
America showed herself absurdly sus- 
ceptible te absurd Chinese ideas about 
the right. of the Chinese people to con- 
trol their own territory. Instead of 
handling. China’s demands by the good 
old method of recognizing “in princi- 
ple” and forgetting in practice, we 
have succumbed to the fantastic notion 
that a promise made. to a Chinaman 
ought to be kept. We have been weak 
where we should have been firm. It 
is true that only last week L’Oncle 
Sam was being denounced in the Paris 
press for pursuing’ firm tactics in 
Nicaragua. But that was last week. 

It is not™ likely that wicked Uncle 
Bam will take too much to heart this 
latest exposure of his universal malefi- 
cence. ''He'may or may not be moved 
to inquire whether the recent refusal 
ef the French Government to join with 

) other Powers in drafting a new 
policy — have contributed 


| pleasantness in Cathay. He may or 


may not inquire when national self- 
determination -and- ‘independence be- 
came a ‘mischievous thing in French 
eyes. In Burope today there is a new 
self-determined Poland, Czechoslova- 
kia, Rumania, Yugoslavia to. whom 


French policy attaches considerable 


importance. But if L’Oncle Sam de- 
clines. to get very angry over the 
latest reproach from Paris, the prin- 
cipal reason is that he is more than 
half inclined to plead guilty. If 
American missionaries and the sym- 
pathy of the American people are 
really accountable for the rise among 
the inchoate, passive Chinese popula- 
tion mass of a sense of national soli- 
darity and self-esteem, it.is something 
not altogether to be regretted, even in 
the face of temporary inconvenience 
to American instructors. 

In general it may be said that Uncle 
Sam is by this time pretty well har- 
dened to Europe’s pert and pertina- 
cious Pertinaxes. If the nations of 
Europe, in their present state of in- 
complete convalescence, still find it 
essential to dislike some one, it is per- 
haps best for the peace of the world 
that they should concentrate on Uncle 
Sam instead of spending all their ener- 
gies in disliking each other, 








A NEEDED REST. 

Aside from innocent envy of his es- 
cape from the tricks of the thermom- 
eter, there will be no alloy in the 
pleasure with which New York sees 
Mayor WALKER start today for Cuba. 
One can't trust even the proverb im- 
plicitly, and the Mayor never could be 
a dull boy; but from his taking office 
hé has given himself with such un- 
flagging industry to its duties and has 
permitted himself so little recreation 
or even respite, that older men, while 
applauding his zeal, have been appre- 
hensive of its inevitable physical re- 
sults. At last he has consented to 
enjoy a little of his richly earned divi- 
dends of vacation. He leaves the bleak 
scenery of City Hall Park and the 
building where he has so long been the 
patient captive of too scrupulous a 
sense of responsibility, for the bright 
Cuban air and color. 

The site of his rest-cure is happily 
chosen. There is something Spanish 
in his temperament. He will find 
the Cuban scene sympathetic and 
healing, a change from those drab 
austerities of labor to which he has 
been but too much accustomed. Every- 
thing will be done by the Cubans, from 
the President to the taxi drivers, to 
welcome the memorable guest. Our 
only fear is that, in his tireless curi- 
osity and thirst for knowledge and im- 
provement, he will waste on the study 
of Cuban municipal administration 
hours that should be spent in careless 
do-nothingness. The bent bow must 
be relaxed. The exhausted functionary 
must learn to function, if he can, as 
an idler who has more than won the 
right to a health-giving repose that 
will enable him to resume, in good 
time, his bench in the pitiless galley 
of office. 

May he find strength while taking 
the ease and entertainment to which 
he has so long been a stranger! May 
none of his trains be late! Even if 
they should be, he would be too cour- 
teous to show his vexation; but his 
passion for punctuality is a foible—if 
it be a foible—which his friends to the 
south may not have heard of; which, 
in Cuba at least, they may not wholly 
understand, 
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NO FORD MYSTERY. 

If there has been any mystery about 
what Henry Forp is going to do, 
SAMUEL CROWTHER dispels it in an in- 
spired article in the February Review 
of Reviews. Forp never was a.man of 
mystery. All his working methods 
were simple. His magic, by which he 
became the greatest maker of motor 
vehicles in the United States and one 
of the richest men in the world, was 
nothing but common sense and hard 
work mixed in with ideas and cour- 
age. Luck was supposed to be a factor 
in his success, but he has never had 
time to be lucky. Of late rumor has 
been bus; with impending disaster— 
or, at least, change. His competitors 
in cheaper. cars were going to run 
him out of business, and his five-day 
week would be a failure. 

The stage, it is said, was at last 
set for Henry Forp’s undoing. The 
output of his factories had begun to 
fall off. But Mr. CROWTHER says that 
rumor is all wrong. Henry Forp will 
confound his critics. . There are no 
revolutionary changes in the Ford car 
to announce. No six-cylinder type is 
to be made to sell for $600. Old Model 
“'T,”’ with improvements from time to 
time, is still in the market. Nothing 
else will be offered. But Mr. Forp has 
“taken a step of great moment.’’ Most 
people would never guess it: 

He is now in the business of re- 
making used cars on ‘a scale com- 
mensurate with the making of new 
cars. The used cars are sent into 
Detroit and put through a repair 
process planned on the same lines as 
the manufacturing process. 








A Ford car can now be remade for 
$60, and this figure will be cut. Mr. 
Forp calculates, that his. business of 
selling new and remade cars will be 
greater than the old. “ This ts the only 
revolutionary policy he has adopted,” 
writes Mr. Crowrner, Forp’s critics 
may think he is mad. -If he is right, 
his car should go on forever. There 
will be no old Fords any more. 

_ The Ford Motor Company was never 
in better condition. Production of 





three types of cars and the. tractors 
was -1,810,027- in 1926. Net™ profits 
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The company ‘ controls enough of. ‘the 
“supply of all raw materials, except 
“copper and rubber, to make it inde- 
“pendent.” Fifteen million Ford cars 
have been turned out. ‘There will be 
other improvements than the self- 
starter and the new vaporizer, but 
substantially the cheap car. is still 
Model “T.” New engines, new fuels, 
are not contemplated. The five-day 
week is not new. In the Ford factories 
it was experimented with for several 
years and is now a fixture, although 
the change from the six-day week is 
still going on. Nearly one-half the 
men are. working five days of eight 
hours, and some are earning more 
than they did in six days. There is 
undoubtedly a crisis in the low-priced 
car market, but “the Ford Company 
is the least involv: 


THE CENSORSHIP MANIA, 

Judging by one day’s proceedings at 
Albany, the rage for setting up cen- 
sors is still afflicting many members 
of the Legislature. If they could have 
their way, somebody would be censor- 
ing everybody. The latest proposal is 
for a censorship of broadcasting. This 
has nothing to do with the assign- 
ment of wave lengths, or with the 
pretty ways of announcers, but with 
the programs provided by the various 
stations. These would be severely 
scrutinized and, on occasion, eviscer- 
ated by some kind of public utility 
board. Then we have once more the 
bill to censor book publishers. In- 
stead of acting with Governor SMITH 
to abolish the existing censorship of 
moving pictures, that is to be kept, and 
there are to be censors for the spoken 
drama as well. All these plans are 
put forward in the name of public 
morality, which is said to be certain to 
go to smash unless there is an official 
censor morum for every activity of 
social life. 

The probability is that none of these 
bills will be enacted into law. The 
arguments against them are too many 
and conclusive. Yet the very appear- 
ance of such measures, with the back- 
ing which they have from many good 
people, is a disquieting indication of the 
mounting desire in this country to con- 
trol and standardize everything. The 
trait of Anglo-Saxon character known 
as “earnestness” has been happily 
defined as meaning an overwhelming 
impulse to make everybody else 
exactly like yourself. Something of 
that idea evidently underlies the con- 
tinued demand for censorships as 
varied as life itself. Fortunately, the 
tendency, even of the legislative mind 
today, seems to be to depend more 
upon general laws for the protection 
of public morals than upon special 
statutes designed to fit a multiplicity 
of things; and at the same time to call 
upon publishers, theatrical producers, 
the movie industry, to clean their own 
houses. They can choose a “czar’’ of 
their own, and can call him a censor if 
they like. Then if he and they fail to 
meet the standards laid down by the 
criminal law, that can be invoked. 
But of more censors this country is 
much less in need than it is of common 
sense among impetuous reformers and 
timid lawmakers.

A NONAGENARIAN VIEW. 

Although Mr. Depew with all his 
years has not outlived the enthusiasm 
of youth, he has reached that happy 
state of age described by the author 
of “John Inglesant,” in which one 
finds love and pity for the race in- 
crease tenfold while attachment to 
any particular party or opinion falls 
away altogether. This sometime par- 
tisan, with a spirit that has not grown 
blasé, not pessimistic because of the 
shortcomings or faithlessness of many 
whom he must have seen along the 
way flourish for a time but come to 
their certain doom, nor tired of life, 
has not languidly succumbed to age, 
but, as Cicero said of Appius, has kept 
his mind “‘ ever taut like a well-strung 
bow.” 

While many a youth these days 
seems to despair, he with hopeful eyes 
beholds a new day creeping across 
broken Europe. One recalls seeing 
him in France on the eve of the day 
that waked all Europe to war. Eighty 
years old then, he had the spirit of 
the younger men who were being mo- 
bilized for the struggle. In his nine- 
ties he does not look backward over 
that frightful wreckage, but still for- 
ward to a world that may rise in the 
League of Nations upon its ruins to 
something more promising for human- 
kind than the structures a& they stood 
before the war. 

So has the partisan of earlier years 
in his own country and the American 
partisan among the peoples of the 
earth come into a love and pity for 
the race and in that found the happi- 
ness of which JoHN Stuart Mui 
speaks in his Autobiography: 

Those only are happy who have 
their minds fixed on some object 
other than their own happiness—on 
the happiness of others, on the im- 
provement of mankind. * * * Aim- 
ing thus at something else they find 
happiness by the way. 

This forward-looking nonagenarian 
has found his happiness as a by- 
product of contributing to the happi- 
ness of others. And his admonitions 
as to our treatment of other nations 
suggest that the moral may be ex- 
tended to international relations—that 
we may find national happiness not 
as something to be directly and selfish- 
ly pursued, "but as a people whose 
thoughts are fixed on the improve- 
ment aes mankind. This is the best

. The death of Lyman J. Gace recalls. 


the singularly interesting period which 
was bridged by his six-year incum- 
bency. of the Treasury, and which wit- 
nessed the transformation of the 
United States from something like an 
economic wreck into a financial organ- 
ism for a time dominant in world 
finance, Mr, Gacm became Secretary 
of the Treasury in March, 1897, when 
the industrial aftermath of the panic 
of 1893 and of the Bryan campaign of 
1896 was possibly at its worst point of 
trade depression. He resigned in 
1902, when the talk was of unlimited 
American prosperity and when Wall 
Street had already begun to predict 

r “stepping into England’s shoes.” 

The Secretary belonged to what 
might be called the “old school” of 
finance ministers; not aggressive in 
policies and highly conservative of in- 
stinct, but with notably clear views on 
banking problems of the day. His 
selection of. a par price and a 8 per 
cent. interest rate for the $200,000,000 
United States bond issue in the Span- 
ish War of 1898 and the sevenfold 
popular oversubscription to the loan 
were the achievement of a man who 
understood an altered situation. Four 
years before a 5 per cent. Government 
loan, offered at a premium which 
netted the investor 3 per cent., had 
nearly failed of success in Wall Street. 
Three years before a $62,000,000 loan 
issued to avert suspension of gold pay- 
ments had been placed at only a 8% 
per cent. rate. Two years before a 
$100,000,000 loan had been put out at 
4 per cent. 

Practical banking experience, how- 
ever, had convinced Mr. Gacz of the 
great change which had occurred since 
1896 in the country’s condition and in 
the attitude of investors toward the 
public credit. It had also convinced 
him that revival of trade had enlarged 
the need for currency and thereby 
placed a premium on United States 
Government bonds, which had then to 
be procured as the basis for additional 
bank-note issues. He made his plans 
and preparations for the loan with per- 
fect confidence, and the event vindi- 
cated his judgment. 

Secretary Gace could not perhaps be 
called the originator of the Gold 
Standard act of 1900. On that impor- 
tant measure many hands were at 
work. But Mr. Gace had argued for 
the change forcibly and lucidly, both 
in his first three arnual Treasury re- 
ports and in public speeches. The 


simultaneous refunding of the public * 


debt, whereby 2 per cent. bonds were 
issued on prescribed terms in ex- 
change for outstanding 4s and 5s, was 
more specifically his own work. That 
ingenious plan reduced the annual in- 
terest charge of the Government while 


it greatly enlarged the use of the | 
bonds as a basis for bank-note circu- |

obtained. It resulted in such increase 
of the already inadequate bank cur- 
rency as provided for the immensely 
expanded activities of American trade 
that followed in the next two years. 


GATHERING NEWS ABROAD. 

A report made to the League of 
Nations by the special committee of 
international journalists hints at some 
of the difficulties which hamper the 
free interchange of news between na- 
tions. The committee proposes an 
international card of identity which 
will render passport visas superfluous 
for journalists, and also an interna- 
tional press card entitling the bearer 
to transmit press messages to his home 
office without obtaining special local 
authorization. The purpose is to make 
it easier for foreign correspondents to 
go from one country to another on a 
moment’s notice in case of a news 
emergency, and to simplify the filing 
of press dispatches when such sudden 
moves have to be made. Under the 
present system correspondents may be 
unnecessarily delayed if they fail to 
have the proper visa or have not the 
correct local permit for filing tele- 
graphic dispatches “ press collect.” 

Most important are the recommen- 
dations of the committee about peace- 
time censorship. Where this exists the 
committee suggests that the dispatches 
be examined by the censors immedi- 
ately, and that the journalists be in- 
formed of deletions. This is an effort 
to put an end to. the present practice 
of holding up telegrams for several 
days until they have lost their “ news” 
value, and of cutting out important 
portions without informing the sender. 
When this is done he cannot know 
unti’ he obtains a copy of his paper 
several days or even weeks later how 
much of what he has reported bas 
been passed by the censor. 

Whatever arguments may be ad- 
vanced for strict press censorship in 
times of war, few apply in times of 
peace, Unfortunately censorship, direct 
or indirect, is common today in Eu- 
rope. It may, as in Italy, take “he 
form of suppression of dispatches or 
indefinitely delaying their transrais- 
sion. , Sometimes it is effected by mak- 
ing it plain to an offending journalist 
that if he continues to send material 
unpleasant to the Government, in- 
formation will be withheld from him. 


Occasionally, as in the case of Tux |’ 


New York Trmes correspondent in 
Rumania last Summer, he will be ex- 
pelled from the country.

nition. of the condition of present-day 
censorship, for the censoring nations 
are, for the most part, no less strict 
in censoring their own editors than 
foreign correspondents. In Peking, for 
example, last. Summer, two Chinese 
editors were shot for publishing 
opinions ‘ coritrary to the military 
leader in power. If foreign ‘corre- 
spondents were subjected to the threat 
of the death penalty each time they 
filed a dispatch, the amount of trust- 
worthy news from abroad would be 
very limited.

At Aibonito 
the maximum was 82 in the week end- 
ing Jan. 19, but there the breeze never 
falls in the Winter season, and one 
sees so much of Porto Rico spread 
out below—blue mountains, valleys 
with their sparkling streams, and far- 
stretching plains green with crops.

CONDITIONS IN THE SOUTH. 


Bright Prospects Seen for Its Soclal 
and Commercial Development. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

THE Times editorial entitled ‘The 
South as a Market” directs attention 
to economic possibilities long under- 
estimated. : 

‘It is not necessary to dwell at 
length on conditions facing the South. 
Immediately and for several years 
after the Civil War the Southern States 
were in a pitiable economic condition, 
but they emerged with a firm spirit 
to lay the foundation for a new and 
greater South. The task of the early 
reconstruction days was difficult; the 
whole economic structure bankrupt. 
With only the unsympathetic North 
to look to for financial assistance, 
the early days of reconstruction were 
gloomy indeed. 

What of the South today, the South 
of the future? A visit to any Southern 
State after an absence of a year or 
two impresses one with the spirit of 
progress in every direction. Every 
Southern State is spending millions 
for good roads, for more and better’ 
schools. Building in 1926 was record- 
breaking. 

Did the collapse of cotton prices 
spell disaster to the South? The fol- 
lowing instance will serve as an illus- 
tration: Being interested financially 
in Jackson, Miss., I asked an official 
of the largest bank there for an ex- 
pression on business conditions at the 
time when cotton was selling for 10 
cents, His reply was substantially as 
follows: “‘The East is wasting sym- 
pathy on our apparent sad plight. We 
are in good shape. Bank deposits are 
10 per cent. above a year ago; col- 
lections are good; new buildings are 
to be seen everywhere; merchants 
report good business.”’ 

This same bank on Dec. 31 declared 
a 20 per cent. dividend, added a nice 
amount to surplus, and is making 
plans for a larger building. Does this 
indicate that the prosperity of the 
South depends largely on cotton? Mer- 
cantile agencies report commercial 
failures in the South fewer propor- 
tionately than in other sections. 

To minimize the greatness of the 
South, to discount its possibilities, is 
to overlook a great section of the 
United States that is destined to play 
a conspicuous part in the future de- 
velopment of this country. The ab- 
sence of labor trouble appeals to man- 
ufacturers. For instance, observe the 
textile industry moving from New 
England to the South. Hundreds of 
thousands of uncultivated acres, with 
climate unsurpassed, invite the agri- 
culturist. Great mineral wealth awaits 
exploration. To the business man in 


general, a rich field for expansion. 
The advice of a great man, “Go 
West, young man,” can now truth- 
fully and profitably be changed to 
“Go South.” SAM GORDON.

The 
American people grew weary many 
years ago of this obstacle of “mere 
negation” to the settlement of labor 
disputes in our own country. British 
Ministers insisted year after year that 
there was nothing to arbitrate in the| 
Alabama Claims because they involved 
England’s national honor; while some 
American Senators ‘ reiterated that 
there was nothing to arbitrate in them 
because they involved our vital in- 
terests. They were arbitrated, of 
course, and form a fine chapter in the 
story, during a century and a quarter, 
of hundreds of oe successful arbi- 
trations. 

With Mexico, ever since 1837, we 
have negotiated and carried out scores 
of arbitral agreements; and even 
though every one of those agreements 
had become a dead letter, their spirit 
still lives and continues to bind us, be- 
cause of its justice and its effective- 
ness, to apply it more constantly and 
consistently with every successive step 
toward real civilization. 

Our country is doubly bound to apply 


Mexico, because President Roosevelt 
and Secretary Root confided to Gen- 
eral Horace Porter the task, at the 
second Hague Conference in 1907, of 
inducing the European creditor and the 
Latin-American debtor nations to con- 
sent to what is well called “the Porter 
Proposition.”’ 
to resort to arbitration of ‘‘contractual 
indebtedness,” and is thus a_ great 
safeguard of the Monroe Doctrine. 
General Porter succeeded in securing 
the signature of all the forty-five na- 
tions represented at The Hague to this 
agreement, and his success constitutes 
one of the finest achievements in the 
history of our diplomacy. 

What we ourselves championed so 
successfully, and in the face of such 
strong obstacles, we are doubly bound 
to live up to. American claims against 
Mexico are based upon contracts, and 
they are claims relating to property 
rights, which are precisely the two 
elements envisaged by the Porter 
Proposition. The argument that they 
have to do fundamentally with the sa- 
cred right of property in the subsoil 
is not sufficient. For an impartial ex- 
amination, such as an international 
arbitral tribunal would make, might 
show, for example, that the Mexican 
citizens from whom the property was 
purchased were fraudulent purchasers, 
the mere cat’s-paws of the foreign cor- 
porations that were the real purchas- 
ers; also that the Mexican law, under 
which the alleged Mexican purchasers 
acquired their titles, has embedded in 
it the old Spanish and the old Roman 
law restrictions on private ownership 
of mineral-bearing lands in favor of 
the State’s right of pre-eminent do- 
main in the subsoil, 

These and other aspects of the ques- 
tion do stand in need of impartial arbi- 
tration, and constitute something very 
real and also very ‘“‘fundamental and 
sacred” for the decision of an arbitral 
tribunal. Surely, if all constitutional, 
municipal and international law is in 
our favor, we need ‘not fear arbitra- 
tion. The real lesson is a true one in 
that statement which our American 
humorist, Will Rogers, made in THE 
Times recently, namely: ‘Mr. Coolidge 
says he feels so sure we are right that 
there is no one he would trust to de- 
cide it in our favor.” 

There are reassuring evidences that 
our Congress has set its face thus far 


keeping cool with Coolidge. But, as 
indicated in THe Trves editorial of Jan. 
23, it is of even greater importance 
that the American people should ex- 
press its opinion on the question 
promptly and emphatically and thus do 
its part, even though absent from the 
President's

Witnessing a boxing match 
may instruct us in examples of courage, 
skill and quick thinking under fire, but such 
attributes cannot be adopted for personal 
use by merely seeing them performed. 

The original question submitted by ©. L. 
Dana was whether prizefighting is a benefit 
to the community. ‘Fair Play’’ asserts that 
it is immaterial. I hold that it is highly 
relevant. Prizefighting cannot be a benefit 
so long as there is no material gain to the 
people other than the satiation of the desire 
for a thrill. I do not include baseball, foot- 
ball, basketball, &c., in this classification 
because huge prices are not demanded to at- 
tend these sports.

Disaster ‘Is Caused by Striking of 


Match After Acetylene Light- 
Ing Plant Falls. 


. TURNER, Idaho, Jan.) 27 (#).—The 
acetylene lighting ‘system of the Mor- 
mon Chapel and Recreation Hall here 
was wrecked by an explosion during a 
basketball game last night, killing six 
persons and injuring scores of others. 

Upward. of 200 persons had assembled 
in the one-story frame building used 
as-a church by the Latter Day Saints 
congregation for a game between the 
Turner and Central teams. Shortly af- 
ter play started the lighting system 
failed and, witnesses said, some one in 


.| the basement lighted a match while an 


attempt was being made to restore the 
system. A terrific explosion followed, 
wrecking the rear wall. 

As the ayers and spectators started 
for the only exit at the 
front of the building, a portion of the 
ceiling fell hurling timbers and plaster 
into the crowd. Before the hall could 
be cleared the front wall collapsed. 
Most of the dead and many of the in- 
jured were found near this exit, 

The body of James McCann, the jan- 
itor, was!found in the basement where 
he had apparently gone to inspect. the 
lighting system tanks. The bodies of 
his two sons and his brother, Brigham 

McCann, were near the exit. Mrs. 
James McCann and another child were 
severely. cut and bruised. The family 
lived on a- ranch near here. 

Two more bodies were identified as 
those of Elmer Anderson and Iral 
Lowe, both members of the Central 
team. Mrs. Lowe and Mrs. Anderson, 
who had accompanied their husbands 
to the game, were injured. 

Attention of the village today was 
centred on arranging for the burial of 
the dead and caring for the injured. 

Dr.. John A. Hubbard, who treated 
the injured, said ‘‘this is not the first 
time there has been trouble with the 
lighting plant. Four years ago I told 
the church people that it ought to be 
thrown out.”’ 


RAIL ENGINEER ADMITS 
ERROR IN VALUATION 


But Denies at Long Island Rate 
Hearing That He Made Change 
to Cover $1,500,000 Mistake. 


The charge that Edwin F. Wendt, 
consulting engineer of the Long Island 
Railroad, had changed his method of 
computing values of railroad equip- 
ment to cover a mistake of , $1,500,000 
made in original calculations, was 
made yesterday by George H. Stover, 
assistant counsel of the Transit Com- 
mission, at a hearing on the railroad’s 
application for a 20 per cent: increase 
in its commutation rates, * * 


The hearing was held jointly by the 
Transit: and Pupbiic Service Coramis- 
sions. Mr. Wendt admitted that.a mis- 
take was made in the original vaicula- 
tions, and that he had changed his 
method of estimating rolling stock 
values, but denied that the change in 
method had been to offset the mistake. 

George . Bishop, superintendent _of 
motive power, testified on cross-exam- 
ination that twenty wooden czars, from 
twenty-five to twenty-eight years old, 
which were valued by the railread on 
Dec. 31, 1925, at from $8,000 to $14,000 
each, were sold eight months later to 
a Georgia junk firm for about $2700 
each. Mr. Bishop also said that three 
twenty-five-year-old car floats, valued 
at $47,000 each, were sold for $12,060 
each, and that a motor boat, valued at 
$1,300, was sold for $50. 

The railroad’s estimate of the value 
of its equipment is based on reproduc- 
tion value, and Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Vincent Victory tried to get 
Mr. Wendt to explain his opinion as to 
the relation of reproduction vaiue and 
market value. Mr. Wendt said he had 
not. considered that phase, but they 
were not the same, 








YONKERS TG ACT ON SEWER. 


Hutchinson Valley Project May Be 
Approved Before March 1.. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Jan. 27.— 
The Hutchinson Valley sanitary trunk 
line sewer project, which will cost: $4;- 
350,000 and which is now before the 
Board of Supervisors for action, prob- 
ably will be approved before March 
1, it was learned today. Announce- 
ment was made that officials of the 
State Department of Health would 
confer with Mayor William A. Walsh 
of Yonkers early next week, with a 


view to having officials of that city 
withdraw objections against establish- 
ing a $500,000 sewer disposal plant on 
the Yonkers shore line along the Hud- 
son River. 

C. A. Holmquist, Director of the 
Division of Sanitation of the State 
Health Department, in a letter to 
Mayor Walsh, suggested that Yonkers 
might approve ‘the disposal plant, be- 
cause, at a slight cost to the city, 
twelve sewers which are now  dis- 
charging into the Hudson, could be 
linked to discharge through the plant, 
and result in all sewage from Yonkers 
being chemically treated and purified 
with sewage from the Hutchinson Val- 
ley project and. the Bronx Valley 
sewer. 

-It was. said. that if the officials of 
Yonkers withdrew objections to the 
disposal P rage: and the . question of 
joining. the. twelve sewers. with. the 
proposed plant was raised, the two 
county boards would be willing to go 
+ with the project. 

F. A: Stratton; Chairman of the 
Sewer Commission, is_in Florida. Be- 
fore leaving he said that the commis- 
sion was willing to go ahead. with any

Detectives worked all day from within 
a very few minutes after the deed, 
when a panic-stricken guest from the 
hotel ran into the police station, two 
blocks away, and gave'the They 
searched the hiding ‘places of Harlem 
gangsters, but at nightfall admitted 
they had no trace of the robbers. All 
track of them was dost when they left 
the hotel. 

The hold-up men ‘ate described as 
having sw y complexions. One was 
tall and carried two automatic Zito. 
The other was shorter,and armed with 
one pistol. The two-gun man is the 
one alleged to have. killed. the hotel 
clerk and to have shot one of the two. 
wounded men, while his companion 
shot the other. 


Girl in Grave Condition. 


At Harlem Hospital Miss Adele 
Strauss, 22 years old, the actress who 
plunged in fright from a sécond-story 
window of the hotel when the clerk 
was killed, was said to be in a. critical 
condition, and it was feared that she 
might not recover.

It advertises rooms for tran- 
sients at from $1 a night up and; ac- 
cording to the police, was a “ ed 
place’ for some years, with a ‘patrol- 
man constantly stationed outside. 
This post was abolished about five 
months ago, it was said at the Hast 
126th Street Station. Police Commis- 
sioner McLaughlin, however, would say 
nothing yesterday about the rémoval 
of the patrolman and the possibility 
that the hold-up and killing: might 
have been prevented had the policeman 
been on duty. 

Most of the patrons of the hotel’ are 
actors and actresses or persons who 
live there permanently. At 2:30 o’¢lock 
yesterday morning, when the robbers.

SHORTS ALREADY BIDDING 


Understanding Between Loree and 
Rockefeller Belleved Reached as 
to Road’s Future. 


Formal calls for the delivery of com- 
mon and preferred shares of the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie Railroad Com- 
pany were made yesterday by brokers 
who have purchased this stock in the 
last week, ‘The buyers notified their 
fellow-brokers in formal letters that 
unless delivery is made by 2:15 P. M. 
today, the outstanding shares will be 
bought in ‘‘under the-rule”’ ag pro- 
vided in the constitution of the New 
York Stock Exchange for cases of non- 
delivery of stock. Stock bought “‘un- 
der the rule’ is acquired in the open 
market by the Stock Hixchange au- 
thorities at the expense of the brokers 
who have assumed delivery, and is 
then transferred to the p ers un- 
der the contracts involved. 

These formal notices came as a 
bombshell to many Stock Exchange 
houses yesterday afternoon, because 
many of their customers have sold 
Wheeling & Lake Erie all the way up 
on its vigorous advance and are tech- 
nically short of the stock, The for- 
mal notice of demand for delivery 
added further consternation in 
ranks of the speculators because these 
bids usually appear on the tape and 
are for round lots in cash. Today, as 
has been every day of the last tort- 
night in the market for Wheeling .& 


Lake Erie, is expected to be a tu- 
multuous one. 


New Price Record Made. 


Some of the shorts, it was said, 
were attempting to squirm out of the 
trap in which they found themselves 
clamped in yesterday’s market. The 
demand for both common and pre- 
ferred shares was vigorous all day. 
Wheeling & Lake Erie sold at a new 
high for all time at 554% and closed the 
day with a net advance of 2% points 
on a turnover of 47,200 shares. The 
preferred shares touched the high 
point of 64% and gained 3% points on 
the day on a turnover of 8,500 shares. 
This was regarded as evidence of 
frantic bidding by short sellers who 
had. received notice to deliver the 
stock. 

One of the incidents of the day 
which attracted great attention in 
Wall Street after the close of.the mar- 
ket was the loaning of a block of 
55,000 shares at 4% premium, which is 
a high rate. This was the going rate 
for the Wheeling & Lake Erie shares 
in a loan crowd in which no more than 
the ordinary borrowings occurred and 
in which most stocks were loaning at 
the regular call rate. 

More than the entire capital stock of 
Wheeling & Lake Erie has been turned 
over in the last week. Outstanding 
stares totaled 336,413. In the last four 
days, the trading days of this week, 
transactions have totaled 269,100 
shares. In the week from Jan. 17 to 
24 transactions totaled 247,000 shares, 
resulting in an advance of approxi- 
mately 17 points. In the previous 
week, that is the week of Jan. 8, tran- 
sactions were 105,600 shares. The 
quotation now stands at an advance of 
21 points from that of Jan. 3, 

In the market for the preferred 
shares, of which 103,449 are outstand- 
ing, there was a total turnover last 
week of 74,000 shares, with the shares 
advancing 10 points. The quotation

Bidding Ascribed to Loree. 


Bidding for the stock is believed in 
railroad circles to have come from 
bankers representing Leonor F. Loree, 
who included the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie in his proposal for a fifth trunk 
line system now on file with the Inter- 
state Commerce on. These 
bankers are said to have slowly ac- 
cumulated the shares in the same man- 
ner as they did. those of the Lehigh 
Valley. Despite this steady accumula- 
tion, John D. Rockefeller is still cred- 
ited in Wall Street with owning con- 
trol. He holds virtually all of the 
road’s prior lien stock and until the 71 
per cent. back in dividends on it have 
been paid, the other classes of stock 
have no voting power. 

It is assumed in some quarters that 
Mr. Loree and his associates already 
have arrived at terms with Mr. Rocke- 
feller and are buying the junior classes 
of stock prior to an announcement 
of a plan for taking over the road. 
As all operations have been carried 
on in secret, no one has been in a 
position to issue an official statement 
with regard to the consolidation pros- 
ee of the road. Officials of the 

heeling & Lake Erie deny any know- 
ledge of what is going on and the 
bankers involved decline to comment. 


MONTAGU NORMAN BACK. 


Will Consult Bankers Here Again 
and Sail for England in Few Days. 


Montagu Norman, Governor of the 
Bank of England, who has been vis- 
iting in this country for several weeks, 
returned to New York yesterday from 
Washington, where he conferred with 
Secretary Mellon and officials of the 
Federal Reserve system. After a few 
more days of meetings with. officials 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York and other financiers, he will re- 
turn to England. 

While no statements have been made 
regarding Mr. Norman’s visit other 
than that it was informal and an an- 
nual affair, it is believed that the Fed- 
eral Reserve authorities have been 
told that the $200,000,000 credits ob- 
tained by the Bank of England at the 
time of the British return to the gold 
standard will not be renewed.

Reserve Ratio Increases. 

Despite the condition of the money 
market, with funds plentiful at low 
rates, the action of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank in leaving its rediscount 
rate unchanged was not altogether 
surprising yesterday. The commercial 
demand for funds is small and it is 
probable that no general business bet- 
terment would be effected by lowering 
the official rate, It has been mainly 
in stock market circles that discussion 
of the rate has been going on recently 
and the view is expressed that a re- 
duction at this time might be inter- 
preted in some quarters as an encour- 
agement of speculation. The Reserve 
Bank’s statement yesterday showed a 
continuation of a trend that has been 


in evidence some time. Discounts 
again decreased, while the reserve 
ratio of the bank increased from 83.4 
per cent. to 89 per cent. 


Railroad Earnings Lower. 


Enough of the railroad statements 
of earnings in December has been 
made public to indicate that unless 
the remaining reports show unusually 
large gains the total for the month 
will be below that of the previous 
December. The Western roads lost 
more than the Eastern roads gained, 
even though in some instances the 
increases by the coal carriers were 
substantial. Net operating income for 
the month, it is believed, will not be 
much more than $90,000,000, compared 
with $94,656,512 in December, 1925. The 


trend for January has been decidedly 
better, as evidenced by carloadings, 
and unless the final weeks of the 
month fail to contribute their propor- 
tion, the total net income will ex- 
ceed that of the first month of 1926. 


Public Selling Indicated. 

Leading commission houses report 
that within the last three or four days 
there has been considerable selling 
of stocks by the so-called ‘‘outside 
public.” Selling orders from out of 
town, it was said yesterday, have 
been gradually increasing. Profes- 
sional traders operating for the de- 
cline are said to have had this devel- 
opment in mind and have done their 
best to bring it about. The theory 


that selling for public account has 
been an important factor in recent 
breaks in the market was not sup- 
ported, however, by the developments 
yesterday, when it was apparent that 
public participation in e trading 
was extremely limited.

B. & 0. ALSO SHOWS GAIN 


It Reports $60,805,837 Net for the 
Year—Earnings Statements 
by Other Carrlers. 


Both the Néw York Central lines and 
the Pennsylvania Railroad reported 
yesterday record net operating incomes 
in 1926. 

The New York Central reported net 
Operating income of $72,131,053, .a rec- 
ord figure and an increase of $4,210,504 
over 1925 and of $7,495,979 over 1924. 
Operating revenues were $399,497,436, 
an increase of $13,502,933 over 1925 and 
operating expenses were $298,926,535, 
an increase of $8,485,577. 

Operating revenues in 
were $33,584,793, an increase of $467,517 
over December, 1925. Expenses were 
$26,286,876, an increase of $666,672. Op- 
erating income was $5,261,551, an in- 
crease of $1,052,896. Passenger reve- 
nues for both the month and the year 
were the largest on record. 


P. BR. B.'s December Report. 


The Pennsylvania reported $58,707,000 
gross revenues for December and 
$4,687,000 net railway operating income. 
Compared with December, 1925, there 
‘Was an increase of $873,000 in revenues 
and $3,251,000 in expenses. This in- 
crease in expenses was chiefly due to 
increased wages, increased price of 
fuel, and the expense of handling 
larger traffic. As a result, total net 
operating income showed a decrease 
of $3,191,000. 

For 1926, total revenues of the Penn- 
sylvania were $709,817,000, the largest 
in the company’s history, except 1923, 
which was only $11,580,000 greater. Net 
railway operating income of $106,433,- 
000 was the largest ever recorded. 
Total revenues increased $37,680,000 
over 1925 and expenses only $23,221,000, 
which, with increased taxes of $5,409,- 
000 and increased rents of $2,743,000 re- 
sulted in the gain in net. The final 
results show 13.41 per cent. earned on 
the shares of the company now bear- 
ing a 7 per cent. dividend. 

The Baltimore & Ohio showed net 
operating income of $3,127,237 in De- 
cember, a decrease of $848,176 from 
December, 1925. Gross revenues were 
$911,071. greater than in December, 
1925, but charges for maintenance were 
up $436,000, and transportation charges 
were $824,703 higher. Baltimore & 
Ohio net operating income for the full

Judge Killitts refused to request to 
take depositions on the ground, he

tion which he denied. 


Testimony Is Sought Here.

Standard lightweight goods show prac- 
tically no change, while the revisions 
in the heavy cloths have been down-

‘Bureau of Mines Reports an 
Increase of 9 Per Cent. in 
the Past Two Years. 


BIG STORAGE SPACE UNUSED 


Capacity Is 800,000,000 Barrels, but 
Only 550,000,000 Were In Tanks 
on May 1, 1926. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—There are 
more than 90,000 miles of petroleum 
pipe lines in the United States, accord- 
ing to a survey just completed by th® 
Bureau of Mines, and this tremendous 
oil transportation system has a ca- 
pacity of 15,750,000 barrels of crude oil, 
which is equivalent to. one-fourth the 
nation’s available production for one 
month. 

The last previous survey of ‘this na- 
ture, made in the Spring of 1924 by the 
Geological Survey, showed a mileage of 
83,000 with a capacity of 14,450,000 bar- 
rels.. There has been an increase of 9 
per cent. in mileage and capacity in 
two years. 

The total tankage, exclusive of pro- 
ducers’ storage at wells, avilable in 
the United States for storage of crude 
petroleum and oil products at refineries 
on May 1, 1926, was more than 800,000,- 
000 barrels of forty-two gallons, which, 
if confined to a square mile, would 
cover it to a depth of 164 feet. 

There were 530,000,000 barrels of oil, 
crude and refined, held in tank farms, 
pipe lines and refineries on the survey 
day, May 1. There were also 20,000,000 
barrels of basic sediment and water in 
this storage, making a total of 550,- 
000,000 barrels of liquid in storage, in- 
dicating a utilization of only about 66 
per cent. of total capacity. 

Nearly 500,000,000: barrels of the total 
tank-capacity was at tank farms and 
more than 300,000,000 at refineries, 80,- 
000,000 barrels of the latter being crude 
storage, hence the total available tank- 
age of crude oil was 580,000,000 barrels. 
The survey disclosed that 140,000,000 
barrels of unfilled crude storage was 
available May 1 after. allowing for 
basic sediment and water, and for 
tankage not filled in general practice. 
But the distribution of this unused ca- 
pacity was very unequal, some locali- 
ties using all available storage ca- 
pacity. 

California, with nearly 200,000,000 
barrels of tankage, was the leading 
State in oil storage capacity, Texas be- 
ing second with 170,000,000 and Okla- 
homa third with 120,000,000. No other 
State now has over 50,000,000 barrels in 
storage.

$8,000,000 IN SCHOOLS 
‘| J. T. Griffin, a Principal, Urges 


Promotion of Papils Who Fail 
in Some Subjects. 


That school officials can abolish eco- 
nomic and spiritual wastage. resulting 
from. non-promotion: at the end of 
school terms of children who have 
failed in some subjects, was asserted 
yesterday by Joseph T. Griffin, Prin- 
cipal of Public School 114, Manhattan, 
43 Oak Street, after graduation. exer- 
sises at his school. 

“Three years ago we abolished in 
Public: School 114 the system of not 
promoting’ children who had failed in 
some subjects,’’ said Mr. Griffin, ‘‘and 
have found the new method a great 
success... In the schools of this city 
approximately 100,000 children are left 
back each term at a cost of more than 
$8,000,000 annually. 

“The experiment carried on in this 
school during the last three years,’’ 
continued Mr. Griffin, ‘‘showed that 
this tremendous wastage of city funds 
is unnecessary. We have eliminated it 
in Public School 114 by a plan of or- 
ganization and graduation. We have 
what we call ‘salvage classes,’ by 
means of which a pupil can make up 
his deficiencies. This means giving 
the student special attention in the 
subject in which he is weakest. 

“The pupils respond readily to the 
system. Instead of idling, as some 
persons might suppose, the children 
readily make up their deficiencies.”

HAD A “MANIACAL FUROR” 


‘Neurologist Says Killer Didn’t Know 


Right From Wrong—Another Finds 
He. Had “Epileptic. Delirium.” 


Two authorities on mental diseases 
testified yesterday in Kings County 
Court that Thomas (Red) Moran is 
insane and was insane on Nov. 15 last 


3| when he shot and“ killed two police- 


meh on Hicks Street, Brooklyn: Cross 
examination of the witnesses took up 
most of the day andthe case failed 
to go to the jury’as expected. 

Moran was requested to take the 

witness’ stand when ‘court opened yes- 
terday morning -before Judge George 
Taylor, but the 20-year-old seif-con- 
fessed slayer declined to do so. Peter 
P. Smith, his attorney, twice called, 
‘Thomas Moran; take” the “stand.” 
Moran did not stir from his. customary 
position; slumped-in a chair with eyes 
half shut. 
+ ‘Moran, counsel requests you to take 
the stand,”’ said’ Judge Martin. He re- 
peated this, then called the attention 
of the jury to Moran's refusal to 
testify... Moran’s only reaction was a 
slight reddening of the cheeks. Later 
in the day he snarled once or twice 
when a ‘neurologist discussed him in 
unfavorable terms..Except for this ‘1e 
was impassive. 

The first witness yesterday was Dr. 
John A. McComber, neurologist of 
Brooklyn Hospital: He had visited 
Moran eight times, he said, in order 
to diseover his true mental condition. 
Boasts of Moran that he had been 
‘the: best shot in the navy,” that he 
could. ‘‘pick up radio messages out of 
the air without apparatus,"’ and that 
he exercised a hypnotic power over ali 
women and could influence a jury by 
mental concentration had been factows 
in bringing him to — that Moran 
was insane. 


Justified Theft and Murder. 


Moran, he said, had told him:. ‘‘The 
only job with a kick in it is a hold-up. 
It is great fun to go into a place and 
pull out a gun and not know who's go- 
ing to get hit. It is all right to steal 
and. murder if you don’t get caught.’’ 

This, he said, had “hélped convince 
him Moran “‘was insane, didn’t know 
right from wrong, and was always out 
of adjustment with society. At the 
time of the shooting he had a maniacal 
furor.” 

The next witness, Dr. Lewis J. 
Smith, neuropsychiatrist connected for 
eleven years with supervision of the 
criminally insane at Matteawan, said 
that at the time of the shooting Moran 
suffered from an “epileptic .furor.”’ 
Generally speaking, he said, «Moran's 
trouble was “epileptic psychosis super- 
imposed on his constitutional psycho- 
pathic inferiority.’”” He did not realize 
what he was doing for ten or fifteen 
seconds during which the shooting of 
Patrolmen Dasckiewicz and Byrn took 
place, he .contended. During 
period he was ‘‘in epileptic delirium.’’ 

Assistant. ‘District Attorney James I. 
Cuff spent hours trying to shake this 
testimony. He objected repeatedly 
that replies were unresponsive and 
asked each witness if inability to give 
responsive answers was not an indica- 
tion of insanity and if the witness were 
not therefore insane. Mr. Cuff’s ob- 
jective. in this was understood to be 
the inference that if. Moran could be 
considered insane any one could be so 
considered, but, it elicited only laughter 
and heated ‘replies. 

Moran had two tiffs with his guards 
in:the court room yesterday. Once he 
paid no attention to orders to lay 
down a pencil with which he was 
drumming on the table and a guard 
snatched it away. -Later he was the 
only, one to remain. seated when the 
Judge entered the room after luncheon 
recess.. A guard posted behind him 
seized - him -by~ the -shoulders and 
jerked him~to his feet. 

Dr. Smith ‘will resume the stand 
when the trial proceeds this morning.
